of difficulties and the various readings; even tile 
seeming: tautology of the text has been adhered to 
in mmicrons passages, where a concise "Arabic sen- 
toiLCO has been dilated into sonorous Persian periods. 
Ou the whole, the iron slat ion has been kept so close 
to llii! original, Quit it is hoped the Oriental Htu- 
dent may find it a useful and faithful auxiliary hi the 
perusal of tins ilatizat-iu-Stria : ami, as this motive 
has chiefly influenced the Translator, lie trusts 1 hat, 
lor whatever limits may lie found in the style, this 
important object, which he never lost right of, may 
serve ns an apology or extenuation.

EijiutEly strong is the contrast between the views 
iiikcn by Lucian, in his celebrated Treatise on the 
Mode of Writing History, and those of Mirkhond in 
his Prethce, when treating of the dignity of History, 
nud the qualifications require! m the Historian; 
l»m the gertius of Oriental eloquence, and the pecu¬ 
liar composition of the Persian language, rendered 
it impossible for omr author to adopt the simplicity 
(if sfyie £Q imp]hiv inculcated by the Grecian critic. 

In comparing the Hauzafr^Safi with the Pa- 
liisuin *, mnuv passages shew that the Authors of 
these worts derived the history of tile two first 
dynasties of Persian monarchs from a common 
source. Tile paragraph in the Life of Alexander 
the (Jreat which forma ihc commentary on the 
superiority of the Instructor over the Parent occurs, 
almost verbatim. in the Dabistan, although intro¬ 
duced on a different occasion.

The system of orthography is nearly that adopted 
ui ileus son's edition of RieUAllftsox s Arabic anti Per* 
sian Dictionary; excepting in monoqylkihic proper 
nnines, such as Zfil, Sum* and sueh like ; niuch 
have invariably Iwsn written Saum aiul Zaul, in 
order to prevent the possibility of their degene¬ 
rating into Sam and Zal, according to the Hngfeh 
pronunciation.

Although 
1 was perfectly convinced that the movement of 
the chain of good fortune arises principally from 
executing the plans and «Ciduusly promoting the 
requests of iriemls of unequalled sincerity, however 
raring lo the dc(iei-.nL currency of the medium of 
merit, and the total absence all over the earth of 
Princes to patronize talent, and various other im- 
pediments. the attainment of thk object wa> Va¬ 
nished into the area of procrastination and suspen¬ 
sion 1 Could devise no means for i .-moving the 
envious veil which concealed the 1 icon lies of the 
desired object. The writer of elegant compositions 
iinst have his hands and breast in tranquil repose ; 
the hand is not to be continually rubbed .igainst the 
chin, in the anxiety of desire: nor is the heart to 
he dcla-ned through despair of Wholditig tran¬ 
quillity : for. in former times. the Learned Men who 
engaged in pursuits of this description, and occupied,

knowledge, and exhibit greater enthusiasm in ac¬ 
quiring it : and now the dusky Kuluns is about to 
trace, i« the foil owing pages. Ten Advantages which 
result from this pursuit, extracted from esteemed 
Authors, with a trilling variation of style. My mo¬ 
tive for stating the circumstance is, that if aversion 
should arise, men of genius nmy know from what 
source it spring*. 

1st advantage.'—W hereas the Children of Adam 
obtain their knowledge of events by means of

description is to lit rejected as false: he conse¬ 
quent ly thus acquires the faculty of dhcritmu.itiug, 
in all e;ises, betwmi truth and falsehood. 

oth Advantage.—R eflecting men have said ilud 
experience lit affairs ts otic of the greatest ex- 
'■flh nines of mankind : ns the reasoning powers nf 



i he human race arrive to perfection through expe¬ 
rience. Philosophers have also clearly slated, lhal 
there are gradations in reason, to each of which 
they have assigned its appropriate name; one of 
these is, prudence in conducting affairs. In regard 
let experience they have also established three gra¬ 
dations: the 1st, when any one conducts a trans¬ 
action, the benefits or injury resulting from which 
revert to himself: the 2d, when lie beholds an¬ 
other engaged in an undertaking, the good or evil 
consequences of which recoil on himself; the :jd is, 
w hen a person, having directed ids attention to the 
investigation of the affairs of the Ancients, ascertains 
the causes of their calamities, successes, advantages, 
and reverses, through the medium of tradition. Of 
these three degrees, none can exceed in Importance 
that in which the narrator himself’ is the chief 
agent ; also, when the relation of past events is 
firmly cemented, it becomes the sure substitute and 
representative of the first degree: consequently., 
when the accounts of the sound policy and sagacity 
of a nation have been clearly stated, the completion 
of their wishes and their manifold successes con¬ 
nected with these qualities also recorded, and their 
happy termination described, the prudent and fortu¬ 
nate dwell on this theme; and the sensible man 
conforms his conduct to their model, am I adopts 
their example, agreeably lo this verse, “ Those 
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Iftinm God ha* guided t Jottow thou then .■■ rumple" so 
that lie may be led to a good conclusion and happy 
termination. In like rummer, if a people weak m 
reason find feeble in counsel should be described, 
their general ignorance and negligence are men¬ 
tioned, their painful end and evil catastrophe ore 
recorded: the intelligent historian, oven in this 
case, takes an example to himself, agreeably to this 
Verse, " You it ho arc char-sighted, take example to 
t/nursthts :" the homed scholar, in this point of 
view, is ever vigilant, that he may remain guarded 
and protected, conformably to this text, '* lie hits 
interjwed between them and what they desire'' 
fith advantage, — The man who reflects on 
the science of History enjoys the advantage of 
taking counsel with the Learned Men of the whole 
world: and the high rank of this kind of inter¬ 
course, compared Li dial we hold with our own 
contemporaries, Is evident; as the Great Men of 
ancient times, in the events which befell them, 
transacted their own pressing affairs; and the Coun¬ 
sellors of the present day <l!rect their attention to 
dm concerns of others; hut the tendency of men 
to turn their energies to the improvement, of their 
own state exceeds the interest they feel for others: 
and in attention to their own concerns tliey are 
more sincere than in protecting the interests of 
others: it is therefore evident, that taking counsel

tlieir acquaintance with the extraordinary revo¬ 
lutions aiul wonderful changes, the subjects of which 
History treats, may attain a greater knowledge of 
the all-triumphant Majesty of tile king of kings 
(whose empire be enlarged!): therefore, when they 
cull to mind the revolutions which have occurred in 
past occasions, and veiled that neither prosperity 
nor calamity possesses a permanent duration, they 
do not become haughty from the accidental cent- 
sequences of good fortune, nor cast down and tii mi¬ 
nted from successive reverses, When they at the 
same time ascertain the happy lot of the Elect and 
the Righteous, with the high dignity attached to 
that floss of persons; and also steadily contem¬ 
plate and reflect on the condemnation of the re¬ 
bellions and wicked, and the disgrace which awaits 
the different classes of such characters; then the 
fruits of virtuous conduct, and the punishments in¬ 
flicted on wicked actions in affair a of Government, 
become quite evident to the reflection of Princes t 
so that, although in the commencement of their 
aiming at universal dominion they may have given 
tlieuisolvo up to force. or have displayed deeds of 
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violence, it has often happened that they have de- 
pa! ted from these reprehensible qualities which dm- 
racteme those who are doomed to error and woe : 
and in deviating from tilt* realms of the wicked, they 
turn to the paths of the pious, bo as to become ho¬ 
noured, by partaking of the exalted liberality and 
kind indulgence which the Almighty bus prepared 
ami made ready, tit the mansions of the Righteous, 
Lor persons such as these; according tp this text; 
*' This is the abode of the other world: lk !uu pre - 
tf pared it far such as desire not loftiness on earth, 
** nor corruption: there is a hopptf futurity hi store 
" for those who fear God *

measures adopted by men uf enlightened minds; 
all which particulars uro acquired with the greatest

portant tmnattfitmiisand policy of former Hi this mt \ 
departed Princes come to (heir hearing and they 
ciimaqnen% exert themselves in virtuous conduct, 
jusfite, clemency, protection of the jwoplc, anti 
Whatever is connected with the stability «f their 
ss^uy : they also reckon it their hounden duty to 
shim most studiously whatever may cause pain and 
calamity, or .impair Uus dignity of die royal mtbo- 
nty: esperia% when the fortunate individual «f 
high energy reflects on the admirable qualities and 
virtuous manners exhibited by ancient heroes, lie 
fc*eJs within himself a spirit of emulation, and a ife- 
sm ‘ to surpass the great men of antiquity in the 
means of acquiring fame. My, As Prince* and 
ltulera, who are always absorbed in guarding the 
interests of their kingdoms, and their thoughts eu r 
engrossed with profound meditation on such im- 
portent concerns, must he in unceasing anxiety and 
agitation, the rest and repose requisite for person- 
ages of such exalted rank can be derived from 
listening to narratives and histories • as in tlie sea¬ 
sons of weariness and censure there is no oilier 
science which so affifetually and so agreeably he- 
stOWB cheerfulness of mind and dispels fatigue! If, 
however, sonic foolish opponent, taking into ac- 
voum tl lL , repetitions and amplifications w hich some- 
liuica occur in (he noble proofs and eloquent style 
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of tliis science, should assert tlial History, for the 
must twirl, cotisasb of fictions, contradict urns, mid 
aiuttenl romance*, ami is therefore unworthy of 
attention; besides, that discrimination becomes hU 
most impossible uhcti truth and Falsehood, rubbish 
ami pearls* right and wrong; are mixed up together, 
so that consequently no advantage can be connected 
tvith the study; such doubts may be removed in 
the Following manner. Tlie venerable writers of 
ancient times, ami their illustrious successors, laid 
the foundations of this science in sincerity and 
truth; for it is quite impossible that the distinguished 
scholars of their age, and learned men of undoubted 
integrity, having habituated themselves to fiction 
and Cdjsehood,should have rashly attempted to pass 
ufF lid ions and contradictions for truths: whatever 
proceeded from them, in their respective periods, 
must certainly be free from confusion and «tor. 
Even if some deceit till impostor, from the sugges¬ 
tions of a depraved mind, sin add ascribe such tin- 
worthy deeds to the celebrated nun of old, and 
depict on bis pages these baseless fictions, the 
adepts in science, however, regarding such uncon' 
peeled compositions and such ill-arnuiged works as 
a butt for the arrows of scorn and censure, repel 
the charge, and display the baniu rs uf Ids calum¬ 
nious falsehood aiming the ranks itf lint's and im¬ 
postor*, that it maybe evident to mankind that 
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such :t person's composition consists merely of idle 
wonh, and that his entire work merits obUteratfoa 
and suppression: finally, that he himself is sbm 
weldied Who undertook tins base act and 

sin: ami that 1* holds a, conspicuous 
place among those of whom it is said, “ They pervert 
the torn! from its place .*" from such chiirut U're 1 ily 
to (Jot! for protection! 

It mifsi however be confessed,that certain narm- 
tives which come under the head of inventions are 
replete with advantages, mid deservedly esteemed: 
such as, Kuliltt and Dhnnn, and many others ; which 
although confessedly works of Invention and imagi- 
natimi, yet the authors and readers, although none 
of the stories recorded had ever occurred, ftrmiv 
be1 ™ them to he pregnant with incalculable bcnJ-

department of science come not only tinder the 
auKpirioun, sight of powerful sovereigns, highly- 
talented Ameers, distinguished jiersons and nobles. 


the literati ami eminent men of nil regions. but 
itlsu under that of tradosmcii and artisans, who, 
although unable to distinguish black from white, or 
the rue from the scented willow, fuel a strong in¬ 
clination both to peruse and to listen to hoots in 
this science : hence the unhappy author, according 
to litis saying, " lit irha stand* up in the ranis 
becomes n butt /or tJ& archer” for some trilling 
error senes as a mark Ibr the arrow of censure 
from all sons of men and every class of the sons of 
Adam, If. however, certain conditions bo observed 
in writing, it is then proper that impartial judges, 
having curbed the tongue of reprehension, should 
listen with complacency to the historian's mutative:

pressivc language, and all the phrases used in their 
proper acceptation ; so that the pages of tho nar¬ 
rative and the volume of recital may he painted 
and illuminated with highly-coloured pictures of 
elegant design and graceful illustration. He must 
nhu i-Iloose a simple mul pure style, easily com¬ 
prehended, and quickly understood: lot him studi¬ 
ously avoid the use of feeble language, low expres¬ 
sions, vulgar idioms, and antiquated phrases: so 
that every class of render?, high and low, although 
differing iu point of understanding and conception, 
may receive abundant delight and m ditl instruction: 
and the wort itself become so approved and ad¬ 
mired ill the sight of all, that DO critic can either 
reject or censure ii. This condition, however, is 


tint confined solely to History , but must l>- care¬ 
fully observed in all treatises on Science, com¬ 
posed in any language whatever ; **> that the com¬ 
position oriel arrangement used in that style of 
writing, and the impressions produced by it, muy 
not become rejected or obliterated, and even 1 ves¬ 
tige defaced or lost sight of. 

The 5th condition.—Tlus condition, which has 
no reference to the miter of these pages, is, that 
the historian should be distinguished for integrity 
and good faith; celebrated for sincerity' of speech, 
and virtuous conduct: fur History in general, and 
the Jiv<>s of Princes in particular, are frequently of 
such a nature, that then 1 exists no document on 
which implicit reliance can be placed ; or by means 
of which wc may, in the narrative of events, bo 
secured against the detriments of falsehood; there- 
fore, when the historian is orthodox and faithful, 
those who seek high endowments and accomplish- 
niouis entertain a cordial confidence towards him: 
they fee! assured, chat such a person will not barter 
his faith for worldly lucre; that he will never 
reconcile to himself, nor applaud, the destracthc 
futurity and the evil catastrophe winch await 
falsehood, Tin- writer therefore presses on with 
fervent passion and perfect zeal to the compflathm 
“f the attractive narrative; bestowing on tin- tevl 
1,1 l he v oil mtc. mid the contemn uf the pages, the 
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embellishment ami ornament of anecdotes and com¬ 
mentaries; which are so secured against alteration 
or substitution, that their impressions ran not he 
ei Faced from the pact's of Fortune until the re¬ 
motest limits of lime. This assertion b con tinned, 
by observing that many individuals distinguished 
by their qualities have written books in this sci¬ 
ence, both in Arabic and Persian ; and though n 
long period has elapsed since their tiyie, yet the 
works of those eminent men are still celebrated 
ami current amongst mankind: the succession of 
days and nights, the revolutions of months and 
years, can neither destroy them, nor consign them 
to neglect j nor can the spider weave the web of 
oblivion over their pages. 

Among the Arabic writers, the first is the I main 
Mi than lined Ben ! slink Bum Sidy a r, die first profes¬ 
sor of the Mubammcdun faith who described the 
sacred wars and wrote historical narratives; after 
him, the Imam Wahab lien Monabbah, and his bro¬ 
ther Ha mum Ben Monabhab; the Imam Wjikadt; 
and Astiim; and Mull a mined Ben .fonder Tabari: 
and \bii Abdalhih Moslem Ben Kmdynh, the author 
of the Jumia ;d Arif; mid Mohammed BcaAUBen 
Altitun the Kuiite, author of the *“ Al Futuh mill 
Abdullah Ben Mokaimn; and the Doctor Abu All 
Maskouiyoh : and l akhr uddeen Mulnmlined Beil 
AbS Dmid: and Sulinum the Benukite; and Almlhuj 
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Ben Aljauzi, author of the “ Almiintnzim and 
Amad whiten Ben Kathtr, the Syrian; and Muka- 
diisf; nml Tualabi; and Ahu II mil fall of Ihumvar; 
aod Mirimmuiud Bim .Unhid ah a I Ma.totu.lt; and the 
Imam Kamil Abdallah, Ben Ali Alyeimmi of Yaflf;

All these great cha¬ 
racters were ranked among the learned men of 
their age ; their sayings have been always referred 
to: and their maxims continually quoted. Al¬ 
though the statement of these premises has ex¬ 
tended to sonic length, and the arrangement of 
these details lias added to the mass, it is however 
evident to discriminating minds, that at this period 
some amplification is permitted, and that the en¬ 
larging on the advantages of History deserves com- 



mendutkm. At present, tin dusky-coloured pen,

His father 
occupied a high jwwt under the reign of Sultan 
A) i itfkassem Bfibur Khan, great-grandson to Tamer¬ 
lane. AH Shir was educated with great afloat ion : 
he soon displayed an attachment to study, and made 
a ra P«l progress in the sciences appropriate to his 
rank in society. In his infancy, lie received the first 
rudiments of education at the same school with the 
Sultan Husain Mirssii, afterwards named Atatlghfizi 
Hussain Bahadur Klihn, which event led to an 
attachment which lasted during their life, Alt Shir 
first catered into the service of Abulkasseiu Bah hr, 
wliu regarded him an a son: on the death of this 
prince, ho retired to Meshed, where he devoted 
Mmsclf to study: but the unceasing troubles of 
Khorasdn obliged him to quit Meshed for Samar¬ 
kand. When Sultan Ihiaaiii Miraa had sutwhlfed 
Khurajsin, he sent lor Ali Shir in 11 crat, and re- 
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ceived him with the most flattering attention. jf t . 
was first appointed to the Royal Seal; shortly after, 
to the head of the Council ; ami lastly Grand Vizir, 
When ha had for some time discharged those 
important offices, he resigned his distinguished ap¬ 
pointments, in order to pass the remainder of his 
life in retirement, IIe, howe ver, afterwards accopted 
tile government of Asterab4d; which after a short 
time he gave tip, ami hade adieu to public life. He 
devoted his leisure to .science, and composed several 
works in Turk is) i and Persian. Jlc was also a prr>- 
licicnt in different arts, such as sculpture, gilding, 
various kinds of writing, and painting. He em¬ 
ployed his great wealth in the erection of edifices 
consecrated to religion or humanity ; among winch 
were ninety karavonserays, several hospitals, 
mosque, and bridges. He died in fHk; of the 
Hejira, AJ>. 1500, and his royal friend and muster 
in ill L—de Story.

Katomars then voluntarily committed to the fsra^jj of 
l\h authority, the rains <jT indulgence and restraint, 
wil.li tlie curb uf concession and compulsion. in all 
concerns of State. In every matter, whether pub¬ 
lic or private, he consulted the penetrating intelli¬ 
gence and profound reflection of his grandson, and 
decided no suit without asking Ins advice. M this 
p»eriod, ivlieti lie had determined on withdrawing 
entire!V from public aJJihis, and contenting lumstli 
with the mere necessaries of life, he assembles 1 the 
members of tile royal household, and the in divi¬ 
dends of the royal kindred, to whom he said:

people being impressed with attachment and. obe- 
diciiL'L* to him, he therefore, by command of his 
mighty gnrndsbe, being fully empowered, came to 
the place of interview with die spouse of royalty, 
and. having past some days bi the bridal chamlKT 
of imperial authority as become a liridcgrotan, cm* 
ployed liimself in spreading wide the carpet of 


equity, and strengthening the foundations of the 
palace of justice; tlins exerting himself with the 
nnjst praiseworthy to discharge the duties of 
sovereign power, and the chum* of the people [u 
paternal protection; according to ihin saying, '* lit* 
that imitates his duller, is justified."

like clouds, and wore agitated like the wind- Siu- 
uitik, opening his eyes, spoke to him; and recoin* 
mending to his protection the inkint which had not 
vet issued from the wicket of futurity, charged him 
lo punish liis enemies, and retaliate on them die 


jDigmeM outrage offered to himself. < hi linedring 
tfgjg requests* he departed this transit cry abode. on 
hi* journey to the world of etgpity. PH* heart «•!' 
Kaiomars becoming like u devouring fire, and his 
streaming eyes like a wave-.-veiling deluge, the 
death of lus beloved «o» made him bum out into 
all tin.: exclamations of woe.

ments, and dashed on the earth his head, in place of 
his turban: his slights jiml days were passed in con¬ 
tinued sighs kind mourning; until Mimiduhcr re¬ 
taliated on the murderers of I raj . as slutll shortly bo 
set forth. The most celebrated historians agree, 
that the three sous of Feridoon having met their 
death during his lifetime, he therefore resigned to 
Mihucheher li is crowti and treasures; after which he 
devoted himself to seclusion, and abstraction from 
worldly concerns. When on the verge of eternity, 
his torigue artieukied the purpun of the following 
remarks i—

Ai.MiK&JNti to siime genealogists, Miimchchi’i-was 
die son of I raj : according to others, his dttgghttft 
son: whilst others place so many generation? be¬ 
tween them, that the sensible mind altogether re¬ 
jects this opinion. Hut the most credible assertion 
is, that he was the son of I raj, the son of Feridoon, 
as mentioned ill the Wajih-id-Athbar and Murry* 
uz-Kalmh. When Feridoon had suffered the heavy 
calamity before mentioned, all his princely energy 
hiicl for its sole object, to plunge his unnatural srin’-, 
into i he abode of woe and desolation: but as man¬ 
kind would censure him for being accessary, at his 
advanced time of life, to the death of his own chil¬ 
dren, he- therefore never encountered them hi per¬ 
son. nor gave them battle : but this was the earnest 
desire of his heart, i4 Would that there may arise 
someone, from the blond of Iraj. to punish his two 
“ assassinsl 1 * As this wish was ever present to Ins 
mind, he ordered tlie nurses to report whether any 
of i he wjves nr concubines of the martyred Iraj were 
pregnant or not: and when the king heard that 
Mulud'rid, one of the damsels of Iraj was pregnant, 
he offered up pratefill thanksgivings to the Merciful 


God* and dwi ribnU .4 donations and alms to the in- 
rt fart* utul objects or charity. The time of preg- 
ruuu-v being completed* Minnchehcr was born* ami 
the king's eyes were gladdencd by the happy appear- 
mice of liis cheering lustre. The king turned alt 
bis attention ro the child’s nourigJimeut and educa¬ 
tion, that he might render him deserving of the 
regal dignity and tin- investiture of the royal collar, 
so that the crown should derive glory- from bis brow, 
and the throne from his accession. It is said in 
lhe Tarikh Maajem, that when Mimichehcr, pur¬ 
suant to the will of Feridoon and the right of suc¬ 
cession, was seated on the throne, and beheld the 
ckimnels of the empire cleansed from the impurities 
of rebellion, he, with firm step and unshaken roso- 
lotio n, laid the foundation of the liuthful discharge 
of duty to the State and Religion, so widely ex- - 
tended the carpel of justice, and so strengthened 
the basis of equity, that the fame of Fcridoou's vir¬ 
tues were ccli]wed by his lustre, and the precepts 
of Nusliirvan the Just were as nothing compared 
to him.

the forehead of allegiance to the dust of humility, 
and returned this answer; 1 In order to effect the 

" king's desire, we have hound our very hearts with 
" tlic zone of obedience, mid with our swords ami 
u arrows will rid him of Ids presttmptuous enemies/* 
As the actions of the princes anil nobles correspond¬ 
ed to their words, Mmucheher having collected an 
army the numbers of which otcfj towered hills and 
plains, he ton tied the resolution of immediately 
executing his vengeance. When intelligence of 
the direction and multitudes of the fortes reached 
Seim and Tur, coupled with the inform:! Don of their 
march and the settled purpose of revenge ronceivi-d 
in the kings enlighten ml soul, the hosts of anxiety 
and care giinml complete mastery over all thou 
faculties* and having recourse to the maze of 
running and artifice, they thus spoke:—■“ As we 
“ ciinno! reckon on Uie event of battle, the result 


“ of winch is concealed by the veil of futurity, it is 
’ 1 herefure best in the beginning to choose the 
«* path of peace mtd amity, and to commence by

Influenced by 
such moth cs, they sent to Feridoon andMinuchcher 
eloquent ambassadors, with abundant treasures and 
gifts, in order to’obtain I heir pardon ami amity,—- 
Minucheher being informed of their arrival, com* 
inamled the royal chamberlains to pitch the tents in 
a plain, the gales of which excited envy in the 
Gardens of Paradise, and its extent rivalled that of 
the rose-bowers of Irem. He took Ids post in at¬ 
tendance on lii\ mighty grandsirc; and four thousand 
Turks and KipcMks, selected from the choicest 
body-guards, with golden-hilted swords, onboSSed 
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with precious-stones, slang an their hacks. but- 
roimilcd in due ordor the ciraiil of the court of 
audience; in front of the assembly stoinl :t mulii- 
Uu!< of iliu officers nf the court, resplendent as tin 1 
mih ami moon; their hands on their sword-Mls, 
with their eyes ami ears attentive to the least sign 
or order: the infantry, with caps and helmets, their 
hr«lies cased m cn trusses or coats of midi, were drawn

Alter this arrangement, they sent for the ambassa¬ 
dors, who, struck with awo at such splendor, ad¬ 
vanced with extreme confusion to pay their homage 
and present their gifts for acceptance: they then 
Unloosed the tongue, to deliver the representation* 
which they were charged to make; which were in 
purport as follow : f< Selin and Tux repent them 
*' of their black deeds, and feel deep contrition for 
“ their criminal conduct: they entreat Prince Minn- 
“ cheher to grant them an audience, that they may 
■■ implore his forgiveness and pardon, render him 
“ doe obeisance, and offer, as a profit of their 
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■ dcvotedness to him, not only tln-ir treasures, bm 
*■ oven their very ■ioiij-'k and heads; so that the 
" pearl of royalty. the mansion of tin- sphere of 
sovereignly, may hi: reconciled to them, and, mi 
" the great day of retribution, should not be cx- 
■* jiDM'd to the wrath and vengeance of the Al- 
■■ mighty.'*—Feridonn replied to tills: “ M> re* 
*■ be]lions and short-sighted sons have not done 
" such a. deed as can be placed on the tablet of 
oblivion i nor am l one of those who would barter 
" the blood of n beloved cliild for gold, if Seim 
“ and Tnr he truly desirous to behuJd tin? successor 
of the Li mental Iraj, behold I he shaD follow dose 
ft on your messengers, leading his irresistible and 
“ innumerable hands of warriors.’'— Minuchchcr 
also added this message; " My regretted parent. 
“ descending from ike royal throne, and resigning 
" the ambition of sovereignty and dominiuii, came 
to rentier you homage, with every sign of htfflnUity 
” and submission ; inn towards him you acted in a 
“ manner that will be spoken of imtii thr cronsum* 
“ million of time and the conclusion of eternity. 
" What then w.mid yon do towards me, who have 
" unsheathed thr avenging sword, and prepared to 
" give you battle !* After these speeches and ro 
plies, the ambassadors were permitted to depart: 
having first received distinguished honours costly 
rohes qf ceremony, valuable jewels, and stvift-j wired 
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coursers. On their return, they presented them¬ 
selves to Seim and Tfir, to whom they recounted the 
splendor of the feast* the terrible ^ (reparations fm 
the contest, with tlte personal excellence, the gene¬ 
rosity of soul, the external accomplishments, and 
internal purity of Mimteheher: they also recited 
many instances of his noble deeds and valuable

eatfetence of >o many iiidtvfditul* van, Wotted from 
the volume of Iking. and die saving was verified, 
“ When God wishes to bring calamity on a people, 
there is mini* who ran ward it olf.” Tlie triumphant 
unity was completely enriched mid favoured by far- 
lime with loads oi' spoil ami wealth; mid nearly two 
htmtlml thousand prisoners, consisting of children 
mid slaves, fall into rive hands of the victorious 
host. The memory of this great battle was iiulc- 
lifilv impressed oil the records of History: and tilt 
prince s fame was loudly proclaimed in every part 
of the eartli. After such brilliant success, Minudic- 
her marched triumphantly towards his fortunate 
residence and glorious mansion; and when he had 
ordered the assassins of Iruj to undergo the Jaw of 
retaliulioii, his bosom was freed from sentiments of 
Tevetige toward* Ids foes: lie then sheathed the 
avenging sword, and, in accimfance with thb nlgxjm*

by the reins of Ifandkcnce be rendered the human 
race obedient to Iris sway, and made himself master 
of every heart by the diffusion of Science and Arts: 
he rendered abortive all plans of innovation, repre¬ 
hensible change, and projects of violence: in C on- 
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sequence of Ins auspicious equity,. the i ill militants of 
tlic civilized world traversed the gardens of muik- 
tuiiied enjoyment; it id, through the protection r>f 
his sivard, tlu people of the four quarter? took up 
their abode in the asylum of pence uml security. 
In some historic it is asserted. that the murder of 
Iraj by his brothers, the appearance of Mimichehur 
in Iran, ami his leading ail army against Selin and 
Fur. occurred niter the death of fendoon, Other 
write!* reject this opinion; anti *ay. that when Iraj 
transferred tile stock of life to the next world, Feri* 
doun wept so excessively for Lho loss of his beloved 
child, that his eyes were deprived of sight; after 
which Selin and Thr mercilessly put to the sword 
the offspring mid friends of their martyred brother. 
However, mu- of the wives of Iraj, who w;i* pre¬ 
gnant with Mimicheher. (led through alarm, and 
took refuge in a mountain called Mumishun and 
someliim*s Aiihslu liniu. From the circumstance of 
the legitimate heir of Iraj being Writ on this moun¬ 
tain, he was railed Manush, and Mimdsheheluir; 
which latter was, from frequent usage, changed 
into Min lit holier. But with respect to tlu appella¬ 
tion of this auspicious child, there art other reasons 
assigned hy historians, us will tw found in wt-U- 
kiiuwn writings. When lie laid arrived at years of 
maturity, with u company of three hundred and 
thirty men of approved valour he made an attack 



by night on Seim and Tur, who had given tbem- 
selvfsj up lo tin- mjtmnetit nf pleasure Lind fcui-tiug 
in a remote part of Khorasdn: in thi±i attempt, 
having got them into Ins power, they were both 
despatched: idler which Minuclmher proceeded to 
Feridoou’s capital, and entered the palace where 
his gmndsirt dwelt, Feridoon having demanded, 
" Who art tlnm?” Mimicheher replied, ''lam the 
" son of Iraj, and tin* slayer of his murderers, Seim 
" *uid Tin- * Feridoon then said, " If thou limit 
“ spoken these worth* in truth, approach and pass 
" thy right hand over my eyes, tluit my sight may 
“ he restored," Minn ditcher came forward, and 
rubbed his hand over 1 hi pt pi Is of the eves; i;n 
which the Merciful and Supreme God vouchsafed 
again to enlighten tin- eyes of Feridnuin On the 
recovery' of his sight, the monarch of the human 
race placed oil tile head of Mkmeheher the impe¬ 
rial crown, and resigned the kingdom to him. 

W hen the monarchy was thus settled on Miuu- 
eheller,the chiefs mid haughty nobles plighted their 
obedience and fidelity, and no one had the power 
of either resistance or rebellion. At tills period, 
Snunt. the son of Nariman, was the bulwark of the 
kingdom, the prop of the State, and support of the 
king and the army: he was styled ‘ The champion of 
the world; and in magnanimity, bravery, sagacity, 
and merit, had neither'equal nor competitor. The 


government of Ncemrom. Zabul, Kabul mid many 
districts of Hindustan, to committed to his en 
l%htenod understanding. ] k frequently i q mi red to 
the court of Mimidieher, to renew his allegiance; 
after which ceremony tie returned to his capital, 
Sejestan. Ilia prayers were unceasingly addressed 
to tin? Bounteous Benefactor of all t<* gladden him 
with the sight of a worthy- Sen. to form the delight 
of his eyes mid the stay of his heart during his life¬ 
time ; and after bis decease, the refuge of Ids kins¬ 
men, and the heir of his throne. After some time, 
the Glorious and Almighty Lord granted Saum a son, 
whose hail-, eyobrows, and i-ve-hishes were entirely 
vvhite: us such mi appearance was never before wit¬ 
nessed by him, >Suum became i-xceedijigh troubled 
and idnieted; he however delivered the dulii, with 
alt requisite mcttsssmes, to a hermit named Sfmucgh, 
who abode in a cell in Qut momimius. to hu brought 
up by lifm. As soon as the eliilil hail a trained bis 
seventh year, Saum, from the impulse of pmenial 
affection, introduced him umidst his jteojde and 
kinsmen in li public assembly, und gave him the 
name of Zaul On this subject there are many 
improbable stories related by the Persians, a part 
of which has been recorded in the Shah N’iimeli of 
f'irduusee- As Zaul grew up, the Indicutirma of 




intelligence and uiagmmimiiy were evidently [»uur- 
tmytd in. Ids happy physiognomy: Ju* perfect under¬ 
standing and petit!rat inn tendered liim so celebrated 
Over the whole earth, that the report reached Mi- 
nuchcher, The ni(»miri:h of the world, on learning 
this, wrote a Letter of congratulation to Sanin, 
directing hint, when he devoutly visited the sanc¬ 
tuary of the court ^plrmiid as I he heavens, to bring 
his highty-iipplaiided soil with him, in order that lie, 
whilst partaking of the royal bounty in common 
with others, might be particularly disriiig nisl inl |>v 
the glory of lhe imperial favour. Naum, on per¬ 
using this Letter, immediately departed with Zaul, 
tin* youthful favourite of Fortune, to pay his homage. 
When the father and son had attained the happi¬ 
ness nl tendering their obeisance to die sovereign 
rd land and sea, Zrml became liiglil y acceptable lo 
tin- kings mind, and was exalted hy splendid marks 
ol honour, Minududier then commanded the 
astrologers to calculate Zaul’s nativity with the 
greatest attention, and report lo iiim the results of 
(imr science. The astrologers, alter careful con- 
sulfation and observation. represented as follows 
to the knit h-pr meeting monarch: “ From the posi- 
“ tious of the stars, it k evident that this youth will 
I'ljual (lie high rank id hU fathers and <mcesiors 


"ill gremlin ->t' soul and liberality, and that he 
*' wiUi display unequalled prowess in tic- utter vx* 
" lirpntiini of the partisans of injustice.' In eon* 
sequence of this prediction, still greater honours 
were conferred on Zaul: after which be was per¬ 
mitted to depart riknig with his father. Snum ar¬ 
rived in safety at his residence, where he reposed 
some time ; mid being recovered from lhe toil and 
fatigue of his journey, he set. out for Hindustan, 
leaving the govermiiitil of Nwiurnoz. with the 
power of Viceroy, to Zaul, to whom he gave ample 
instructions relative to the dillusiou of equity and 
the liberal distribution of favours. Zaul, however, 
with the thoughtlessness inherent in the season of 
youth, devoted himself to the gratifications of 
pleasure*

The above implies, that w hen ever Zaul had a respite 
from the duties of government, he sometimes ordered 
the banquet to be decked; at other time's he pur¬ 
sued the wild, beasts over the debris and plains* 
Once in the spring, whilst making the circuit of the 
kingdom, he left Sejestht, and directed his course 
tii Kiiliulktiiii: on approaching Ihb province, Mih- 
ralt, the prime < i that territory* and the tributary 
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t)( Saum. hastened with suitable gifts to wait on 
Zuul, and thus addressed him :

On account of their difference of faith and worship, 
Zsul did not visit tin- reside*®* of Mihrib, as he 
himself worshipped the only true God in unity, and 
Mihrab was one of the Idol-worshippers : notwith¬ 
standing this, he conferred liberal presents on the 
prince; who, on returnin'' home, explained at large 
the occurrence to his firmiiy and household, and 
recited many iurtanfles of the admirable accomplish¬ 
ments ami virtues of Zaul. Rodabeh, the daughter 
of Milirdb, famed over the world fur beauty and 
grace, iron) this description became enamoured of 
Ziud. whom she had never seen—" lus the ear is 
frequently captivated before the eye.' Rodabeh 
sent some of her damsels, under pretence of ga¬ 
thering flowers, near the encampment of Zatd : 
who, on beholding them, said, " What damsels are 
you/ IUey replied, *' We Iwlong to the train 
“ which waits upon tin- sovereign of beauty, Rodii- 
hch by name, the da lighter of ftlihrab.' They 
tlien proceeded to give «u# an account of tliis 
mniden secluded from public gaze. Hmt he instantly 
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imrrenderad his heart. After this, by the agency of 
the I si.'ls, Zaul and Rodabch had an interview; 
their mutual passion was confirmed, and sol emn 
promises and pkslges of constancy passed between 
them : after which, Zaul returned to Necmrooz. 

When 11 long time had elapsed, the entreaties of 
Zaul and the intercession of Satan induced Miuu- 
ciichex to consent to the union of tliese two faithful 
hearts : upon which. Zaul. accompanied by his 
father, went to Kabulistdn, where he was united to 
v/ RcxMbeh by the ties of marriage.—Rustam Dastau 
was the offspring of this marriage with Roddbcb, 
who was descended from the lineage of Jemslicod, — 
The above account clearly shews why the Knights 
of Inin gave Rustam the title tif Kiibulce: and as 
there will be frequent mention of Rustam mid Suum 
in these pages, this seemed a suitable occasion for 
a concise account of their history . 

It is written in the Tarikh Mtuqem, that after 
the auspicious fortune of Minucheher had for nearly 
fifty years been exercised ill expanding the wings ot 
benevolence over the feeble and the husbandmen, 
suddenly ihe malignant Deity on the coin of whose 
sincerity yon can build no hope, atwl tyrannic Fate, 
on whose friendship no reliance cun be placed, 
effected a change, and impelled Afrasidb, who was 
descended from Tiir, to commence hostilities against 
the sovereign of the h uma n race. The Turkish 
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prince, discharging the arrow of injustice from the 
lion of emu tty, impressed the teeth of greedy ambi¬ 
tion on the hereditary empire and acquisitions of 
Minucheher; mid with numerous hosts. spreading 
devastation like a flood, furious as the ocean, ad¬ 
vanced towards the provinces of Iran. Mintldieher 
also t on teaming the march of the enemy, having 
collected an army resembling in number the drojss 
of rain or tin* leaves of the trees, came to meet 
Afmsidb lu hostile encounter. The Turks, with 
their eye-sewing arrows aiul heart-consuming shafts, 
joined in combat with Uic cavalry and (infantry of 
Iran, with such effect, that the result is not io he 
conceived, unites heiidd. Mihucheher being forced 
to abandon the field, took refuge in the fort of 
A'real 4 -, the height of which was so great, that the 
hands of itshi habitant scold d reach the corn-sheaves 
ol the constellation Virgo, and the ears of its in¬ 
mates listen tb the angelic choirs: such were its: 
defences and solidity, that it bore away the fume of 
Iskander's rampart • such, in perfect devotion and 
sublimity, that it soared to the necklace <>f Venus 
ami the zone of Gemini;—

The Turks seized on all the country round (V- 
fort, and completely blocked up every path of in¬ 
gress and egress. A fra stab, for a long time, and a 
protracted period> besk-ged Mmuthdier with un¬ 
ceasing vigiliitice; Lmt after all, his exertions and 
strength were insufficient to accomplish tho object of 
his wishes by attaining iris anxious desires. "When 
the stay of die Turks had hue a thus protracted, 
and their generals had become weary of remaining 
so long in <uu- place, Mimicheher sent eloquent 
mnhas^idors, with costly merchandise, nmoti'-ly- 
wrmight stuffs, vessels of silver, fragrant musk, eggs 
of ambergris, delicious fruits, and delicate conserves, 
to the king of Turkistun, along with this message:— 
* The area <>f (his fortress, with the extent of its 
“ columns ami the solidity of its structures, exceeds 
“ the courts of Saturu and the edifices of llentiku*. 
" Tho.se w ho have travelled over even clime, and 
" v isited every region, have never behold a fortress

On this, the nobles of 
his court, who earnestly desired to abate the prai- 
ciple of violence in his perverted nature, and to turn 
him away from projects of oppression, being actu¬ 
ated t.y a wish to promote the public good, thus

When the chiefs witnessed the king’s determina¬ 
tion to remain, they agreed among themselves to 
retreat immediately, and direct the face to flight. 
On iearning this resolution, Afrasidi heroine ex¬ 
ceedingly dunned : although he traversed with 
rapidity the area of reflection, and surveyed even 
aspect of counsel, he was finally convinced that his 
red interest consisted in paying due attention to the 
safety of his anuy: for it has been well oljserved—

nf all histones, it is therefore mentioned here. 
Arntsuib, Having in this nut niter 1 -n reluctantly 
forced to return to Mawar-un-tiahr (TYansoJcuma), 
employed Himself in reducing the cities of t lie Kust; 
mid Minuchcher, quitting thecuslle of TuUaristuu. 
transferred Ills victorious iwnners to ILii. and turned 
his attention to making the different grades of the 
military renew their allegiance and fidelity to His 
government and authority t he lavished the stores 
of Ins abundant treasury and secret hoards on 
tile priests, wise men, anchorites, and military. 
During tljis ceremony, he gave orders tu collect all 
i.ht nations, and the sons of Adam ot even desree, 
to it general assembly : then, whilst the high-priest 
was seated on n throne, the king stood up and thus 
addressed tin- people:-—“Be it known to you,O na- 
" tions! that to every object there is a road, and to 
*’ every claim a proof: to w alk in that path, arid adopt 
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" that language, is lo act conformably to the will 
'* of Nature. I have long proposed to let the

" [iropriun d to my Use.' ir is also meet that pardon 
and indulgence should prepouderuti in the kind's 
“ mind, and that hi- should rarely have recourse to 
" punishment: it is fur better to commit an error 
’* on the side of clemency, than of severity: for if

After routing 
these, they nest subdued the kingdoms of the Bust 
ami West; even the kings of Yemen, who had 
never before time time been subjected to any sove¬ 
reign, were reduced to submission and obedience. 

When Mmucheher hud reigned one hundred and 
twenty years, tie jHt'rceivuul in himself the marks of 
feebleness and decay. As lie was convinced that his 
time (hr quitting the world drew nigh, he summoned 
she high-priest, the nobles; and the military chief- 
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lain* to appear before him; and having seat for hk 
son Namier, declared him his successor; and uif.li 
hb pearksheddiag tongue thus addressed him :— 
A wist- man should not be intoxicated with pride 
" through the possession of unlimited power, nor 
" should he place reliance oit bis kingdom or trea- 
'* sures, J, who liuve erected such extensive cant- 
" vanserays, raised such lofty palaces, hurled venge-

As soon its universal dominion, and the trust of 
the concerns of mankind, were settled on Nauzer. 
whom Minueheher had appointed his successor, this 
prince, from extreme indolence and exceasvc mild¬ 
ness, was unable to discli&rge the important duty of 
promoting the happiness of his subjects, or arrang¬ 
ing the concerns of the State: so that every tiling 
falling away from the proper train and manner, the 
utmost disorder and confusion pervaded the entire 
kingdom. From such incapacity or negligence in 
unravelling this knot, and closing these breaches, 
the certain indications of reverse and the signs of 
declining fortune appeared on the pages of his 
destiny; and the truth of this .saying was demon- 
st rated—

The account of Si'mm’s death 
fi&ed Afrasilh with joy; and lie advanced into De- 
best-in 1 byway of the sea, while Nauzer was march¬ 
ing towards Mizenderiln. When both armies met, 
and the fleet arrows conveyed the summons of death 
to tin? ears of t lie brave, a Turkish knight, named 
lkirininn, advancing into tin- midst of the plain, 
challenged any champion of Iron to single combat. 
Biriinan’s challenge was accepted. on the side of 
Nauzer, Ivy Kob.id, the son of Gaveh : although his 
brother Kfinin vainly endeavoured to dissuade him. 
saying, “ It is unsuitable to your dignity to contend 
with this Turk/ Kobfnl, however, heeded hint not.

As soon at the chiefs of the army had inaugurated 
Zaub, Zaiil, having entrusted tin- revenues and ex¬ 
penditure of Neemrooz to men of experience end 
trustworthy Ministers, hastened, with the rapidity of 
the precipitately-descending torrent, to wait on 
Znub ; and in a short tiine traversed the wide in¬ 
terval. On the oilier side, Afrasiah also, mi learn¬ 
ing the purpose of Zaub and the movements of 
Zaul, advanced from the regions of Fars with a 
mountain-resembling, heaven-defying, tie mini-vi- 
suged, Satanic-glancing army, the numbers of which 
surpassed in extent the algebraic notation of pro¬ 
found calculation. When the armies met, and the 
lilies were marshalled on both sides, then the cham¬ 
pions entered the area of contest, and the intrepid 
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combatants perfunned heroic deeds of bravery: 
through the lightning of their swords, ami the 
thunderbolts of their arrows, rivers of blood flowed 
over the Held of battle. At last, the gains of vic¬ 
tory and conquest began to blow over the hosts of 
Haul) and Zaitl, and the hopes of Afhisiah were 
verging towards confusion and ruin : lie Individ the 
characters of adversity so legibly inscribed on the 
pages of lus fortune, that he turned away for the 
purpose of flight. 

It is stated in the Tarikh of Hafez Abril, that on 
the meeting of Zaub and A fra* Lib they joined in 
battle, and prolonged the deadly contest during the 
day. but retired to their respective quarters at sun¬ 
set: also, that this sanguinary lvur&re continued 
during seven months: at the end of which period, 
a dreadful scarcity occurred, winch terminated in 
the greatest calamity; so that both sides, being re¬ 
duced to extreme distress, thus spoke: “ The pro 
" sent famine and woes are the results of oppression 
■‘and e xa c tion : lot ils desist, flxdn battle, and 
AJrusjab must, of necessity, return to his own 
“ country." As soon as the Turkish Clued began to

Some historians assert that Aflnsiab reigned twelve 
years in Inin after the death of Miiiucheher. 'Hie 
meaning of Afhusidb, according to etymologists, is 
the Name as “ Juiii^h-i-ttahuuah/'or “ The s:iiLj of a 
windmill," 

Zuub. or, as he is sometimes called, Zl'ubiigh, was 
eighty years old when lie obtained possession of the 
kingdom. On the departure of Afrasiuh toward the 
east, this prince proposed to repair, by ancient 
maxims, ihe devastation caused by the pa^sagt.- lf f 
foreign armies and their excessive oppression. In 
pursuance of tliis design, he conferred aD itumiur 
of presents and donations on the indigent and me¬ 
ritorious, and bestowed charitable gifts ami liberali¬ 
ties on till the necessitous: liic husbandmen were 
exempted from, taxes during seven years; he also 
restored to their channels the streams which had 
been diverted bv AJrasidb : the tvater-eoum's which 
had been tilled up by ilia oppression were restored 
to their original stale. Me also conducted into Irik 
the two streams called A ecu and'Atieen ; and also 
iutroducid various kinds of nutritions food, which 
the people had never before heliuld. 

Whatever funds he derived from his military ex¬ 
peditions, and from the taxes paid by the husband¬ 
men, were distributed among the soldiers; and uut 
ihe smaftest coin was. hoarded up m the royal 


treasury. When, during «hirty years, he Had in this 
manner fuliiflfltf the arduous duties of sovereignty, 
the time of his departure haying: drawn nigh, he 
resigned the kingdom to hi> brother GurshM, uhose 
mother was daughter to Benjamin the sou of Jacob

Hut ns the king was naturally dowsed to generosity 
and ctemnncy, he granted Afrasifib's request, and 
used every exertion to promote It is wishes and ae- 
t-emiplish the desired object : the ambassadors also, 
having attaine<l the purpose of their mission, and 
receive! magnificent presents, were permitted to 
return: and thus, on both sides, tile gloom of afflic¬ 
tion was changed into serenity of mind, the ratifi¬ 
cation of the treaty and covenant being confirmed 
with solemn oaths- It is recorded in some Tarikhs, 
that when the hostile armies had drawn near each 
other, anti were marshalled for the fight, Rustam 
Said to his friends: “ Shew un- Atnisiah: for when 
“ once niv eyes sir*- fixed on him, he shall not escape 
n with lift- uiit of my hands,” On learning his place 
and station in the field,Rustam inline Jiut«k made an 
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attack like that id the I recce lion or raging leopard, 
tuia. baying broken through the lines, tame near his 
toe : but Afrasiah no sooner lieheld the impetuous. 
‘ barge,than be had recourse to flight; the champion 
of Imn overtook and unhorsed Jiim; threw theksso 
round bis neck, and returned to rejoin his troop*. 
Whilst the soldiers of Iran received their champion 
congratulations, mid he prepared to return a 
suitable answer, Afrosmb, by enchantment, rescued 
bis neck from the noose, and, transferring it to one 
of those who lay dead in the field of battle, hastily 
returned to his own encampment. Rustam con¬ 
tinued to drag the dead body towards his fortune- 
favoured sovereign; hut vv|, l -h it proved not to be 
Afiadahs, lie was overpowered with shame. Kai- 
kohad, on witnessing these marks of confusion ill 
the hero's countenance. said to him, “ Tile decisive 
iIcloiy of this day has been achieved bv your 
mighty arm: it was however our interest that 
" Afertb should escape hy flight, as he will never 
‘' more set foot out of his own territory.'* To this 
Rustam replied with protestations of allegiance i 
and added, « The accident of tliis day was owing 
*' to mv youth and inexperience; but I hope that rm 
“ similar deficiency si,all ever again occur on my 
“ part." When the sovereign of the stars had 
turned his face towards the regions of the West, the 
Turkish prince directed therein* of precipitate flight 
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to the cities of the East; from whence he despatched 
ambassadors to request peace; which request Kai- 
kolniil granted ; and concluded a treaty, founded on 
the Ionner stipulations. On this important occa¬ 
sion, the king conferred splendid honours and costly 
dresses on the commanders mid distinguished !trail¬ 
ers of the amjv ■—

concessions, and prohibitions. Notwithstanding such 
a height Of power, this prince continually paid to 
Heavtn his gra teful adorations lor tin distinguished 
favours and blessings conferred tm him : he always 
maintained Ills subjects in tlie region of sccurii v 



and [lie sanctum* of tranquillity; and passed a 
hundred, or, according to others, one hundred and 
twenty years in the possession of transcendent im> 
jesiy and sovereignty. The Tarfkh Monjem says; 
HTic-ii the revolution of his fortune was nearly com¬ 
pleted, and the days of his life drew near tlieir 
destined period; when lie began to tlnnk o| depart¬ 
ing from this sojourn tn I he a hiding-place offixturitv, 
ami the idea of meeting the Supreme Creator be- 
cante upj^nnosl in \m mind; that he then, as is the: 
custom itl lilt* righteouB, and of those destined for 
happiness, Inttcrlv lamented the actions of his past 
life and the abuse of the days now gone hy : lie 
(bided his hands in the mantle of eternal grace, amt 
(led to the Lord for refuge : he prayed to the Al¬ 
mighty for the aid of resignation in the trying hour, 
ami with contrite submission implored mercy and

in the pages of Time, that they cannot be effaced by 
the ravaging hand of ages, ur the penetrating in¬ 
fluence of tiie stars: the robes of his splendor and 
freshness are never worn out nor antiquated, li is 
related, that when the people of Mazonderan, with¬ 
drawing their heads from the collar of obedience 
and submission to Kaikobad, had opened the door 
to every kind of excess and rebellion, the governor 
appointed to that district transmitted a concise 
account of whaL had taken place, and requested to 
be informed by the profound sagacity of his sove¬ 
reign. On tliis, the lord of the world ordered a 
royal mandate to lie sent to the revolters, containing 
threats and promises, and comprehending in it the 
following words;—“ My people should not. bo less

Thi* prince, who is said by some historians to 
have bom the SOU of KoMd, and by others his 
grandson, was beautiful of aspect, graceful in man¬ 
ner, athletic in frame; and so Luge hi person, that 
lew horses could carry Ids weight

Tie exhibited the greatest energy in the diffusion of 
benefits amt the performance of generous acts, the 
protection and assistance of the distressed. With all 
ibis, there was great capaciousness in his disposi¬ 
tion ; for, though he occasionally cxltibUed unwea- 
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ricd attention and perseverance in matters of detail, 
he too frequently, in noses of great importance, 
desert<-d the path of prudence, in winch the truly 
wise invariably tread. It is related, that when the 
Governor of Mazenderin, abandoning the path of 
fidelity and gratitude, had interposed the sliield of 
hostility before the face of concord, arid, notwith¬ 
standing frequent admonitions by letters and remon¬ 
strances replete with prudent counsels and sundry 
exhortations, was not prevented from persevering hi 
such conduct; on the return of the envoy sent from 
tile foot of the imperial throne to conciliate him, 
am! Ins laying before the king the state of affairs, 
the Same of indignation and vengeance biassed with 
violence in die breast uf Kaikiioos, the marks of re¬ 
sentment became visible in his features, and he in¬ 
stantly issued orders for assembling lus force? and 
providing equipments and arms. There was speedily 
marshalled, under the shadow of his victorious ban¬ 
ners, from the regions of Arabia and Ajctn. a host so 
mighty and u force so immense, that the conceptions 
of calculators and the imaginations id accountant* 
were unable to comprehend their power or number. 
At the head of these troops, habituated to victory 
and vengeance, he set out to dispel the blast of pre¬ 
sumption from die head of his foe by die well-tem¬ 
pered sabre. The ruler of Mazenderail, on learning 
this, knew well, that if the red-headed fquirrow 
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should meet tin* falcon in buttle, he expos*?* himself 
to inevitable destruction and rain* consequently. to 
preserve his reputation, he withdraw from the course 
of the flood; and retired into a fortress, rivalling in 
strength the rampart of Iskander, and elevating its 
lofty summit to tie* empyreal skies. KaikAoos en¬ 
camped at the loot of this fortress, mid persevered a 
long time in the blockade of it; directing against it 
many a bartering-mtn and towering catapult*; the 
champions nisei curried on the assault in every direc¬ 
tion ; hut, notwithstanding their greatest exertions, 
the standards of victory and the banner? of triumph 
appeared in no quarter. On this, the chiefs of tlte 
troops, and the principal commanders of Kaikdoos, 
began to despond, seeing themselves unable to su1>- 
diic this fortress and triumph over their foes: they 
" h>ngperplexed how to decide this matter; but, 
finally, the king’s reflection, anti that of the whole 
army, determined on this measure ;— u Whereas the 
“ superiority of our troops, the multitude of people, 
“ and the greatness of our train, are of no avail, we 
“ may however encompass our object by ingenious 
*' stratagems and refined artifices, and by me am of 
deceit and fraud precipitate our enemy into the 
abyss of woe.' ‘ In pursuance of this, they published 
reports of their retreat, tore up their tent-ropes; and 
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departing from the environs of the fortress, halted 
some marches ill the rear of it; from whence they 
despatched a company dressed as traders, who, in 
the guise of merchants, introduced into the castle 
many commodities and abundance of merchandize, 
which they bartered for wheat, barley, and other 
grain : these out night set fire to the granaries; and 
then represented, “ This event lias uccurctd with¬ 
out our knowledge and wishes/ 1 When, by this 
stratagem, no magazines were left: in the fortress, the 
army of Kuikaoos returned unexpectedly; mnl 
having taken the place by storm, so laid about them 
on that day with the ruthless sword, that the fortress 
of Maacnderan became a desert, and its plain a 
Jfldm (of blood); and the wealth of the country was 
confiscated to the royal government. Some his- 
to nans relate, that Kuikaoos was made prisoner in 
Mazendemn: on learning which, Ruaiam, singly, 
proceeded lo that country by way of Haftkhdn, and. 
having pul lo death the rulers of the kingdom, libe¬ 
rated Knikaoos; who returned to his capital in 
safety, enriched with great spoiis- 

Kaikiioos next marched to Hind list an : after the 
conquest of which, on his return by way of Mekmn, 
he remained some time in Sistan; where Rustam 
receii ed him with the right-, of hospitality, and every 
mark of distinction, to the utmost of his power. 
The monarch of the world having spent some days at 



Nimrnoz, in the enjoyment of pleasure anti tic lights 
n.ii)timb'(l from iiigbi to mo tiling and from morning 
to night, returned to hi> splendid capital, When 
some time had elapsed, lie set out against Zti-nl- 
uzghar, the king of Y'cttifiii* Although dissuaded hv 
his Ministers from engaging in Hint enterprise, their 
remonstrances were of no avail: and after long and 
toilsome marches, he draw near that country. Zd- 
al-azglinr, with ills blood-shedding troops, advancing 
to encounter hint in battle, no engagement ensued. in 
which the Arnli prince was defeated, and Hod some¬ 
where, At tliis moment he convened to Kaikuoos 
this intelligence;—-** The king of Yemen possesses, 
** within the sanctuary of chastity, a virgin, such, 
11 that from her the sun himself solicits light." Kanos, 
who had never beheld her, gave his heart away, and 
proposed peace, stipulating for the marriage of the 
kings daughter; and the ruler of Yemen, he jug 
forced to comply, delivered up his daughter, whom 
the Persians cttH Sooduheh, On this event, the 
sovereign of Jrdji reared the pavilion of delight to 
the sphere of the sun and union: hut, in the mean 
time, Zfi-id-azghiir, taking advantage of a tavourable 
opportunity, sdzed and imprisoned Kdoos in one of 
his torts, along with Tm, Gustahern, Bizben, and the 
other champions <4 Iran, Immediately on hearing 
this dreadful intelligence, E! ustaiti D;tsl<tn set out 
tW Yemen with a thousand choaftn heroes: hut no 


sooner Jim) he approached that country, than Zn- 
al4zgKir rttilde advances towards a 'reconeiKation. 
aJitl set lit liberty Kanos and. Die other captives. 
He also dismissed, m the king's train, his daughter 
Sofiihibch, with abundance of valuable presents, and 
y thnu^md damsels beautiful as I'ereos. hi those

sway ; whilst eve A elti ss of his subjects passed their 
life in the enjoyment of abundance, and uninter¬ 
rupted security and rraliquidity.

However, in the curse 
of these event*, the portals of discord and woe were 
again throw it open, and the paths of security a tit] 
peace once moro ldocked up: Ihe abstract of all 
tv [licit is as follows :—Kai Kioos had, bv one of Ids. 
wives (not Smid&beh j. a sen. endued with the per- 
fiction of reason and intelligence, join <1 to eon- 
sui innate beaut y and grace : ibis prince, uhose name 
was Siytiwcsh, ives educated ul the court of bust an: 
Dastdn, where he became so exceedingly accum- 
pii> !“d in all that minted to social brteiv-purse and 
war. dial, the report of his perfections was. spread 
over the most distant parts of the earth : die riflings 
oi his virtues and noble qualities also reached the cars 


of Kai K&ios, m that on \m mum from Yenien 
(which Fffdflusee refers to his expedition against 
Hama waning and was a second time firmly rosea ted 
on the thmue of sovereignty, Ik- issued forth com- 
mmuk to Sistdn, requiring the presence of his in¬ 
telligent sou: on which, Rustam sent the yoim- 
prince, with all possible honours, to his fathoms 
court. K&oofi, being struck with astonishment at 
hia noble carriage, beheld him with the eyes of 
respect and parental affection: and when the ac¬ 
count nf the manly proportions of Smwesh’s figure 
was reported to SoodAbah, a vehement longing Jbr 
his intimacy and society *o overpowered her soul, 
that the fire of love and the Maine?, of desire Waited 
forth with inexthignwhahle violence. Sin.' there¬ 
fore addressed this request to Kiii Kanos: “ Permit 
“ the prince to enter the Harem, that I may exhibit 
"towards him n mothers affection, and enjoy for 
a short time tlie delight of contemplating your ad- 
“W*d sou T * glorious aspect.” The simple-hearted 
king, on this, said to hi< son, “ The recluse matrons 
* who dwell in the chambers of chastity request to 
■'Ik- indulged; with your con Versa tiou ami society: 

'* it is i hemfore necessary that you go to the Harem, 

“ and illuminate t lit-kings ajiartmcnts with the light 
“ of your counteitonr«. 1 ’ Although SiWiwcsh re¬ 
garded this proposal with horror, lie saw that ofwdi- 
enee to the royal mandate was his only resource: 
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itinj therein re. though much against tits mdiiniLiofi, 
entered the private palace. When Soodibeh heard 
nf his approach,, slu- hastened to meet hint with 
hurried ; at the fit’fct meeting, site was liervft 
>d strength and peace of mind : her manner and 
gesteres soon made Sivuwcsh fierceive the passion 
winch agitated tier breast, and he consequently 
arose iiiiiiicdiatdv, tu leave the palace. Sood&hch 
i 5i vain entreated him to delay, even a moment 
longer; but Sivawpsh ahaw'eved, ■* This is the first 
- time of my entering the king’s apartments, and 
ft modestv forbids me from ever presuming again to 
*' come into your society." Having said thus, he 
departed, leaving Soodaheh to pine in the fhmse of 
siqiamtion. Soodibeh however again, under pre¬ 
tence of affiancing the prince to a maiden of royal 
blood, sent for Him, by (he order nml permission of 
Kid Kanos. The queen, having now a manifest rea¬ 
son for an interview, chose a place for a private 
audience, where she openly laid before him the secret 
purpose of her soul. Siyuwcsh, from a sense of 
BM diit> and of the jKiternal dignity, was struck 
with horror and aversion at tits declaration: mid 
i hough Sootfihch hud recourse to the most pressing 
solicitations, hrv ettwi* wm- altogether mmviiUiag 
;iml fruitless. A> no hope of His compliance now 
itnuiiiicd, she accused him to his father of mi at¬ 
tempt to dishonour the Ihirem. Although Siyiwesh 


strenuously endeavoured, by convincing proofs* to 
dear hinLsdf from the impututbii, Kuoos remained 
tfesatufiutL h was then at last resolved* dint a great 
lire should be made, through which these two silver- 
bodied models of beauty were to pnsi; smd which¬ 
ever wi-nf through the crucible of trial wiiJi uji di¬ 
minished standard, the chin of that person's exist- 
euce was to be declared free from impurity and + 
alloy. Till' lire now ldaziiig forth, die flame* 
mounted to the pliaros of the sun; and SfomUbch, 
ooupcious of her guilt, would not set font in tin 
dust rued ve dement. but SiySwesh, like a sahm i,in¬ 
dex, ibought not about the flames, hut entered the 
consuming fire at nme side, ami came out at the 
opposite extremity without receiving tin >majlet>i 
injury, After such a proof, Kai Kanos hivisiu d on 
him the greatest kindness, and proposed to punish 
$m»iiiht‘|i ^ Jr her crimes; but through the inter- 
cessio:j uf Siyawesin the treacherous woman was 
rescued from Lite fangs of death. 

In the course of these events, tile king'* spies 
reported to him, that AJnsiah hml crossed the 
Jihuii ivith an army of intrepid warriors, and had 
encamped in tlie district of llalkli, prepared for 
war and battle. In order to avert dm evil, Kai 
Kuoos at llrsi proposed to march in person, ami 
slmkc to its foimdaifou the palace uS his tile enemy’s 
existence: but SjyAwfe&b, whoso mind was broken 
down with atlliction by Soodalieli s accusation. 
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requested that tile expedition might be entrusted to 
him, m% that by a short absence from court he 
should banish from his soul the remembrance of the 
dreadful circumstance which had occurred. Kui 
K;ioos granted his virtuous son s request, and said, 
“ Whatever is requisite, in point of money and 
" troops, is all ready." Siyiwesh on this, having 
selected twelve thousand cavalry, with as many in¬ 
fantry, made this representation to the king:—* 1 The 
'* ass:stance oJ Kustatn Dustin, the asylum mid stay 
*’ of the king and the army, is indispensably neees- 
“ sary in this crisis.* The king having assented to 
fibs proposal, thus ordered: ** Let the prince first 
“ Proceed to Vimrooz, in order that Rustam may 
'* 011 day gird his Joins in the prince’s society.*' 
Siyawcsh having thus completed nil his arrange¬ 
ments, departed from the capital, and directed his 
course to Sis tun. As soon as the report of his ar¬ 
rival was published in that region, Rustam hastened 
to meet him with due ceremony; and returning in 
the prince’s train, conducted him to a suitable 
lud Li tig-place. 

W hen forty days lmd passed in feasting and en¬ 
joyment, they Imth set out towards the regions of 
the East. Afrasiiib also, at the head of the brave 
warriore of Turin, marched forward, to give them 
biiUh\ Both armies now drew near each other; but 
whi n they were only two marches apart, the Turkish 
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Prince, who during three successive nights had 
seen terrible visions, Ixicame <juite melancholy. He 
coiuiiHiuk ^icd to his Ministers and confidants tin 
nature of the occurrence; on which they ail an- 
swelled: If Ii is our interim! to enter by lie door of 
“ mxomnuxiatioti with our enemies, and make our 
11 goods eliuI chattels, the means of preserving our 
'* lives and honour.'" Afros nib having listened with 
at let it ton to the unanimous counsel of his Ministers, 
sent, his brother GuraMwaz with presents, precious 
gifts, and letters, in which Rustam was mentioned 
with the greatest respect. Gursliiwuz having oh- 
tabled the good fortune of im audience, proposed an 
accommodation. The reflection of the prince, en¬ 
lightened as the sun, m concert with the elephant- 
bodied champion, tin? ornihrower of armies, iv- 
turned this answer r *■ This object wfll he at tained 
“ as soon as Afrasiab shall make restitution of wlrnt- 
“ ever luis been procured by plunder m Iran, and 
“ when every dwelling, which has been destroyed 
by Lhe passage of a foreign army, shall lx- re- 
“ stored to its former habitable state: lastly, one 

" hundred arsons, selected .. the relatives and 

“ nobles of Afrariab, shall be sent as a pledge to the 
"* imperial presence, to form part of the train of the 
*' victorious and fortunate sovereign.' Gurshiivaz. 
on n ttiTEimg in the royal prepuce, explained Hr 
rcsuit of t) it* co ufercuce : anil Aftasinh im mediately 


complied with 11 the demands made by the Prince 
and Rustam, and sent them a hundred persons hy 
way of hostages. Tin edifice of peart* being thus 
built on a sure familiar ion, the conditions were rati¬ 
fied on both sides by solemn oatlis: after which, 
Siy&wcali sent ambassadors lu his father, U> acquaint 
him that peace was made. Kai K/ioos, on receiving 
this mUdligmict:, was mortified and astounded: s<j 
that he appointed Tfis. the son oi Naum - , as his 
envoy, to convey this message:—*■ At hat, the wiles 
** a j td artifices of Afmsilkb have made an impression 
“on you, so that yon were deceived by receiving a 
“ hundred uWuiv individuals who are not, coOec- 
‘ * tivel y, north a barber-surge 4 ml's fee: b at w 1 to net cr 
“ the aged entrust mutters of importance to hoys, 
u such is always the result.” The sum of the in¬ 
structions of Kai Kaoos to Siyaivesh was as follows: 
** Send in chains to me the hundred hostages de- 
" liveredby Afcifridlu rettiru his presents: lead your 
“ army into Turin, utid quit not that country until 
** further orders: hut it" vou arc unable to acquit 
“ yourself of this important charge, transfer to Ths, 
** the sun Naiizer, the banner of (divah, the trea¬ 
sure, and the army, and return tome" When 
Styawesh and Rustam had learned I he king's dis¬ 
pleasure mid wrath, Rustam was so u bended, that he 
immediate! v returned to ZabulisEun : ami Sivuwo&h

*aiil: “ l tin not esteem it lawful to violate my oath 


* ur break my promise : in my sight, the cominumtu 
** of God are superior in authority to the orders of 
“ princes." Siyiwcsh having sent back the hundred 
hostages to Afmsiah with every demonstration of 
honour run] respect, then delivered the command of 
the army to Tits, the sou of Nauzer; and, accom¬ 
panied by his own train, went into Turaa along with 
Pirdn Wisalt, one of the most distinguished nobles of 
Afiiisliib: he then proceeded to kiss that monarch's 
hands, and was received by him in due ceremony. 
He commanded two thrones to be placed on the 
court of audience • on oue of which he himself was 
seated, ami the young prince of Iran on the other ; 
and making a great feast, he assigned to him both 
revenues and lauds. Tile dignity of SiyAwesh in¬ 
creased every day; so that at last, from die rank of 
the kings guest, he attained the honour of being his 
son-in-law, and received from the Turkish prince Ins 
■laughter Ferangiz in marriage. After this, the rank 
of Stvawes!i was so greatly advanced, that the 
brothers and relations of Afraskib envied him great h, 
and continued with one accord to plot his ruin, until 
the fatal period, when, by the calumny of Gurahiwuz, 
they won? enabled to lay llie axe to the foot of the 
gracefully-waring cypress of the streams of majesty, 
and lop the head from the stem. It is related in 
the I arikh ol Hafiz Abru, «w the authority of other 
writers, that the residence of Sivawesh was at some 


distance From that oT Afas&b; and that this place 
hivsl l>een enlarged by him into a greiU dty, in which 
^ ti t- erected n tatiy primely man siun s. G urslil ivajs 
hi n l Ui- other slanderers took occasion from this to 
calimmiak 1 him so to AfWiib, that lie at fast sent 
Gurslmvaz to see Srjdiwosh, saying to him : “ |f 
" t liiiiirs be ns reported by these persons, let .Siya- 
" 'vesh be pot to death.*

“ against my life, and I every moment expect the

“ mid to avenge his father’* blood/’ WJ.iU he was 
yet speaking, Gursluwaz arrived with a great multi¬ 
tude ; and having summoned %awt*h to appear be¬ 
fore him, began to enumerate his imaginary crimes; 
ami under ihh pretort they cut off lus head un a 


gulden vase. Whim Oustam waa informal nf this 
dreadful event, with burning heart and streaming 
t jes he hurried to the court of Km Kioos, the 
flames of wrath ascending from the furnace of his 
bosom to the iiighest heavens, and streams of blood- 
tinged tears gushing from the fountains <>f his eyes. 
Before entering into conversation \rith Xaeos, he 
dragged Sodabcli nut of the Harem, and. put her 
to dentil. The account of Siyavvesh’s dearly being 
Urns made public, The men clothed themselves in 
sack I nth, Lite women went with dishevelled hair, and 
Kiii Kaoos, witty all his nobilit \, on this calamitous 
wi nt, clothed themselves in black; which custom 
wa* Jong contmucd. When Afcasiyb bad fixed on 
putting SJjrAwesh to death, it so happened ihat 
Pirirn Wi&ah was then absent; hut he tio sooner 
learned the news, than, giving himself iq> to lamentn- 
tiou and regret, he came into the presence of the 
Turkish monarch, and loaded him with reproaches 
and invectives: liut a> the event had taken place, 
it was now impossible to remedy it,

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After this, the enemies of Siyuwesh summoned Ft*- 
raiigk, then pregnant with Kai Klmsvau, to appear 
before them ; and endeavoured to contrive some 
way of separating the feetus from the mother; hut 
Finin Wifiah resolutely opposed the project, and 
turned them irout this dreadful purpose- He then 
look Feraagbt under l he asylum of his own dwell¬ 
ing; where, when her time was completed, she was 
delivered of a son of exquisite beauty and charms, 
to whom they gave the name of K;ii Kluisniu, and 
whom Pirati Wfsah brought up with the greatest 
attention : hut, according to some writers, no sooner 
was the young prince born, than Firm Wfsali com- 
milted him to the cart of some shepherds, who kept 
him in the wilderness, until Gecv tint soil of Gudurx 
took him to Iran. It is said, that, after this, Kai 
K;ioos held a general mounting; und having given 
Rustam whatever troops and anus he demanded, 
he then despatched tlie elephant-bodied champion, 
nilh the banner of Gavah, accompanied by an im¬ 
mense force, towards Turkestdn. When Rustam 
erod'd the *Fthim, Afrasiab fled; but Gurshfw&z, 
being taken prisoner, was put to death, hv way of 
retaliation; some writers however sat, that the 
death of Gurshiwa* did not occur until long after 
this period: others maintain, that when Ttu-itum 
directed his inarch towards the regions of the East, 
Afrasiitb sent SJitdali, his son, with :i hundred thou- 
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sand horsemen, to give liim battle: as soon as the 
armies encountered, there ensued a dreadful ermt- 
har and immense slaughter: in the course of the 
engagement, Fnribarz. the son of Knoos, coming im 
to Shfidah, hurled him from the saddle, and tlimv 
him on the plain, with such force as to break his 
neck:—

FetdausL'e relates, in the Shfdi NimeU. that Slijdah 
fell In Kharezm, Jjy the Imml of Kai Eliusrau: on 
the whole, it must be observed that historians differ 
widely on this point: their accounts being so va¬ 
rious, that if they were all enumerated, this work 
would become so prolix as to augment the fatigue 
ami emud of the reader: consequently, the pen of 
description following the middle path, thus con¬ 
tinues:—Rustam having subdued the metropolis of 
Afcafl&b, all the public treasures and concealed 
hoards of that prince fell into his hands: and al¬ 
though the conqueror, after this event, dispatched 
spies aud scouts in every direction, he could learn 
no intelligence respecting Kai K husrau audFerangfc. 
who had hecu sent away by Afrushib into the most 
remote part s of Turkestan, Rustam, after t his great 

O Lilt-rtllj, otu" in wmeiime* nu ihr seddle-liAirk ; at otfttti* the 
radiJk ic on liin. 
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and tit tided success, returned to Iriin. where Km 
K.Ws received him with even Jemnnstratmu of 
ho no nr and respect, scaled him in Ins presence 
on a throne of paid, jmd conferred on him ever}' 
ltuirk of favour mid muniflcetice; after which he per¬ 
mitted him to depart to his own kingdom of Nim- 
rooz. It is recorded by many historians, that the 
sovereign of Iran, iu consequence of a vision, sent 
Gtf’v, the sou of Gudttrz of Isfahan, by himself into 
Turkestiin, to find out Kai Khusrau: during seven 
years, not willislanding his unceasing exertions, 
Gcev was unable to attain till object: at Inst he 
observed Km khusrnn in it mead, engaged in the 
sports of the chase, and recognised the prince by 
intuition; and lie, who was well worthy of the 
Kainniitti throne, being inspired by Heaven, shewed 
due raped to the heroic Gevv: they both went to 
Fora Ilgiz ; mid adopted this resolution, that having 
ImiTowcd lhe rapidity of the lightning and winds, 
they should instantly set out to attain their object. 
It is said that Siyiwcsh bad a steed winch disap¬ 
peared on the day of liis death, and hud never since 
submitted to any ones power or conlroul; but 
wlien Kai Khusmu and Geev went out to look for 
horses, they observed this one in the herd: when Kai 
Khusran approached, the horse stood q uie tly, until 
lie had bridled, saddled.and mounted him; at which 
instant the rider vanished from the sight of Geer. 


♦ 
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The champion of the world was lost in astouiskment; 
and said to himself: « During sevcti years I have 
“ undergone innumerable toils and difficulties; but 
“ the moment I was permitted to behold the auspi¬ 
cious ffatiTTes ui Kai Kliusratt, alas! some evil spirit 
" l>»» totti him away," At that moment this inesti¬ 
mable pearl at royalty became suddenly visible on 
the summit of a tiiimntsiii) - Gficv, having devoutly 
returned t hanks to the Almighty, went along with 
the prince to Fenmgfe; and, accompanied by her, 
tiny hastened with the greatest expedition towards 
Iran. At this juncture it was reported to I J irdn 
Wistth, by his spies, that some one who had come 
from Iran to find out Khiii Khusnm liad taken both 
him and his mother to that country, PErito, being 
greatly troubled at the intelligence, immediately 
despatched three hundred warriors of repute to pur¬ 
s’ 11 ’ the fugitives, and bring them back, wheresoever 
they found them: this detachment overtook them 
at midnight, whilst Kai Khusrau and Ferangiz 
were asleep; but Gocv, who kept watch, so unfurled 
the banner of slaughter and content in Llmt fight, 
that most of the assailants fell beneath his avenging 
sword: those who survived the carnage Hied with 
rapid bight, hi implore the help of Pi rim, to whom 
they related all tiiai bad befallen them, PirSn re¬ 
ified, ** Tell not this circumstance to any one; as 
" it would be the height of disgrace for three hundred 
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** famed warriors to be defeated by »• single knight." 
Then PEnftn himself, with whatever force he hud 
ready P set out in pursuit of Geev «nd Kai Kiiusrau; 
neither did he desist, night or day, tint]] he came to 
tile foot of a mountain, the summit of which Kltiisrau 
and Ferangfz hud attained, in order to descend 
the opposite side; and Gct*c, about midway up the 
mountain, was slowly holding cm bis course. F’iran. 
on recognising the friends, pushed towards them 
with all Juiste. Femogia and Klmsniu, with the 
wings of speed, urged on their way to the plains: 
and as Gee? went sometimes rapidly, sometimes 
slowly along the road, PJran was induced to think 
that he might possibly take him prisoner; lie had 
now got some distance from his men: and draw near 
Geev, who suddenly throwing the lasso, allured to 
the noose that neck which would not bow to the 
ring of the revolving heavens, dragged him from 
his horse, ami brought lum to Kai Khustau. The 
prince, on beholding Piran in this state, burst into 
tears, and addressed him with profound respect : 
us Geev was preparing to put him to death, the 
prince in tercet led so powerfully, that final !y Geev 
was satisfied with fastening 1 bran's tlands together 
under his dm*: he was then placed on his steed: 
being first obliged to swear, that, until lie readied 
his own abode, he would neither order nor permit 
nny one to untie his hands. When the fugitives 
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arrived *ii Hie .rihi'in, they could hu wllcns dis¬ 
cover the vestige ..f * boat o t boatman: which. 

I'enuigix gave wav to iilsirm ;uid lamentation ; but 
kill K bus rail observed. “ If God lie our protection, 
wliat need of boat or boatman r On this, com¬ 
mitting himself to the cable of eternal mertv, ho 
[dunged with his swift courser into the Jihfm : 
Ferangfo and Geev fallowing his example, they in 
a short time crossed over from the guJph of destVuc- 
tion to the Shore of safety, and were thus delivered 
from the terror and power of Afhwiab. W hen Koi 
KJiumtu bad in this manner passed the Jibhu. the 
intelligence of his approach was soon conveyed, by 
couriers, to Rustam and KSoos. At whatever dty 
the young prince arrived, la was met in due cere¬ 
mony by all the inhabitants; who, from bis auspi¬ 
cious looks, drew anticipations of joy, and Guided, 

" Surely ibis is Siyawesh restored to Hfe;* When 
tbc pearl of the casket of royalty appeared before 
Kaoos, this sovereign beheld the signs of excellence 
mid tile characters of magnanimity evidently im¬ 
pressed on his brow : 1m therefore placed iiis grand- 
son on a throne near himself, and tnnisiVrnri to 
him ibe cares nf administration and the manage¬ 
ment of the military. He also exalted the dignity 
oHmev by various acts of royal favour-the gift Jf 
liiv gulden crown, the diamond-studded zone, and 
splendid robes of honour. It is related, that when 


first K:ij Kioos entrusted the reins of indulgence 
ond rest mint* along with the .concerns of the human 
race, to i lie vigorous intellect ami talents, tif Kai 
Klmsrau, Tits the sou of N'mwtT, from attachment 
(ii Farilurz the legitimate son of KAoOS, began to 
excite disputes about the succession; and matters at 
lust came to such extremities between him mid 
Geev, that tiie dispute nearly terminated in deadly 
strife. It was at tost agreed, that whichever >-f the 
rival princes subdued Belmuu Diz in Ardtdiil (the 
battlement of which, for nmtlv years, had never 
been seized hi the noose- of subjection to any prince 
however powerful) should be seated without dis¬ 
pute on die imperial throne. Faribarz anti Ti'is 
tint set out to besiege this fortress.; hut although 
they displayed die greatest energy, anil adopted 
every means for succeeding, their efforts were un¬ 
attended with any useful, result,«, and they were 
consequently obliged to return with blasted hopes. 
Bin nn sootier 1?8S the radiant glory of the mifdit) 
prince, tlie favourite of Fortune, reflected on the 
fortress and its defences. tin props of which were 
as firm and immoveable as tht Pyramids of Egypt, 
than they seemed to crumble to pieces. kai Kims- 
ran having returned crowned with success» k:\oos 
adorned by Ids auspicious jmesotttc the royal throne, 
and confirmed Geev in the jhjsI of Vizir and Gene¬ 
ral of the anmes of Iran, Shortly aftei this, Kanos. 


preferring Li lift ol *ccksion and abstraction from 
worldly nffiiirs, employed himself wholly m suppli 
eating mercy and pardon, after a reign a Inch is said 
to hitvo lasted one hundred and fifty yeai*. This 
monarch's title, in the MuilUh-d-ulhm (Keys to tin- 
^cieno's), is said to have been Nimrod, which is in¬ 
terpreted, Lam Yamut, or " Immortal."

Among the culpable actions ascribed to Km.,on, 
b hb attempt to ascend to heaven: hut ihb tra¬

the fight: but this tender ruse was soon hurled 
down into the dust of ruin by the boisterous blasts 
of calamity* As soon as the tidings of this dreadful 
event reached Kui Klmsrau, he gave himself up to 
anguish and woe, lo lamentation and mounting; and 
he immediately wrote to his uncle Faribarz a letter 
to this purport “ On you is hereby ton ferret! 
" authority over the army, with full powers, un- 
“ checked and undivided by the interference of any 
“ other. Send to me Tus the son of Ntiuzer in 
“ chains, under tlie core of a numerous body of 
" vigilant guards : after which, at the head of the

III the mean time, Fiiribarz, at the head of the army, 
i 'Titered the territories of Afnuriub, .iceompanied by 
tin- chicfe of Furs, among whom was Gudarz the 
.son of Kish wad : mi learning which, the monarch of 
tin. 1 East despatched Pirsin Wfeali, with a multitude 
of experienced, warriors, to meet the invaders. The 
armies soon encountered, and mutually planted in 
each others bodies the sword and dagger: the Angel 
■>f Death was unceasingly employed, from the dawn 
of morning until ihe approach of night. At last 
the Turkish army obtained the victory ; Fnribarz 
was obliged to fly; and seventy persons of the family 
ami household or (iudarit were plunged into destruc¬ 
tion; tills hero, after a thousand wiles,, was scarcch

able to extricate himself, with a few of his sons, 
from Hit scene ol' slaughter: he. however, at last 
rejoined Pnribarz: and they listened, with the re¬ 
mainder of their force, wounded and dispirited, to¬ 
wards the king—

Kai Klmsrau, on beholding their condition, was ex¬ 
ceedingly afflicted, uud lost in pafenent: he gave 
full loose to the reproach ofliis uncle, iind addressed 
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him with bitte r taunts;—* The cause of this 4 »ts- 
“ strophe, ami the source olLhis dreadful miribrttme, 
“ proceeded from disobedience of my ordure and 
" neglect of my instructions. You leagued your- 
“ Wf TOtll 'I'u»< and therefore did not adhere to 
" my ad sice, ft has been observed by the sage, 

' flint whenever subjects oppose the sovereign‘s 
" rules, and deviate from his commands, the con* 
” slitutimi nf thr world is thereby corrupted; the 
' btcrcsfo of mankind go to ruin, military discipline 
'* is subverted, and the concerns of tin- cultivator 
44 neglected." The complaints made by Gtidaii, of 
the want of firmness on tin* part of Faribo* during 
ihe action, caused additional blame in be cast on 
him ; the world-protecting sovereign, however, dis¬ 
tinguished Gudarz by his royal favoursj to wliidi lie 
added liberal promises, and ordered him, at the head 
i»l the rank-breaking heroes, once more to return 
to 1 1 min, and avenge himself on \frariik. At this 
time, also, I us, having found intercessors, was set 
at liberty: and an imperial edict was issued, enjoirt- 
ing bim to :u company G tidal? on the expedition. 

soon as a mighty unity was again assembled, 
lhe chiefs of Iran once more turned to the regions 
of the hast: and .Ura&inb, on learning the inter 
gence, appointed Pmmwiib a force of valiant dim 
piom, who regarded the day of battle as the nig 
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ill’ revelry, to encounter fhidarz. When tin- armies 
drew nigh each other, they became agitated, and 
pm Into movement, like the heavens: with death- 
dealing weapons they mutually displayed scenes id' 
heroism and intrepidity: hut at. last, the soldiers 1 / 
Ilia were again put to mut, and obliged to fortify 
themselves in Mount J Lundvim, which is also culled 
Nartuj and the men of Turin, lmring come to the 
foot of the mountain, exerted themselves hi making 
prisoners, slaughtering, and harassing them, hi 
the course of these events, the K hakim of China, 
and Slumkal Prince of Hindustan, with inightv 
anilies more numerous than the sandy of the sea, 
came to assist Piffin Wtsah: on which, the sol¬ 
diers of Iran began to despair of safety. \IVer this 
despondence, by the mandate of the king, whose 
munificence is boundless as the ocean, llustam 
Das tin joined tbe soldiers of Tran: and having again 
elevated the standard of slaughter and contest, 
lie seized, in the Utsso of captivity, Kamtis, who 
hail assisted the invaders. The flames of carnage 
mid battle raged with increased violence during 
imtny days, until the T\ hatful himself wan taken 
prisoner: on this, the remainder of the invaders, 
crying out “ Whottxr mires fits hem I has acquired 
greoi gniii," turned away from the field of battle. 
The rose-bowers of Khorasan being thus fldivereil 
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From tlic vtlo thorns oi Iraitor* and rrdtla, Riittam 
and Gudarz, crowned with triiunpliant «uct'««s 
hastened to kiss the feet of the monarch of the 
human race. Sometime after this event* Kui Kliui:- 
rau, again reflecting with himself on die iniquitous 
[i roc codings of ihe Turkish prince, issued forth an 
order to four Generals, each accompanied by se¬ 
veral thousand horse, to advance, in four opposite 
directions, on the capital of AFraakih: among these, 
(Judcirz with the banner of Givah, which the kings 
of Iran never lost sight of, was detached towards 
Bidkk; it being the king's intention to set out im¬ 
mediately after him, in tin.' same direction. WU m 
Afhiaifib heard of the arrival of G&dar-/, he sent 
Tiran Wbah and his hrothum with a mighty host, 
numerous as the stars of heaven, powerful a? the 
ocean-hiilows, to give the invaders bottle; heedless 
of this truth, that when prosperity is to be suc¬ 
ceeded by reverses, and happiness exchanged lor 
calamity, no advantage can then accrue from abun¬ 
dant preparation, extent of power, greatness of 
wealth,or the number of troops \—acctmluig to the 
saying of the sage :

When the two armies met. and the hostile milks on 
both aides cncinmtcn.il, the lion-like champions, 
and the heroes of die lists of War,shot, like the sun's 
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rays, over lit- field of l^ltle: with fonr-iicurded 
arrow**, heart-rending dagger*. and ht iiWru shiny 
unices, they made the expanse of i ho fit'll] of battle 
like ilie red tviJJow. The dreadful .slaughter coil*- 
tinned three days, with such unceasing fury t that tilt? 
tvitle plain was turned into mountain and hiil from 
tin- I leaps of the slain and wounded : —

In this battle, Firuii VV&ab fell by the hand uf 
Gfiilms; Y.<asdali, a Turin inn chief, was slain by 
Yiiadah of Iran ; and Guraldwaz, brother to Afr;i- 
si;ib, met with tile recoinpence line to !ija di-tils : on 
the whole, neatly two hundred Llu msam j t uen fell 
on the side of Airasifth, and tlic rest lied in dkimii. 
Al tin,- moment of gaining this memorable victory, 
the Prscifonn royal banner of Kai Klmsrau tiocfimc 
visible in the horizon of the liflti of battle: cut 
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which Gfidarz commanded every funmcrcd chieftain 
to raise his standard, ami place around their rcspec- 
iiv.- ensigns their prisoners atui slain: after giving 
these orders, he hastened in dm- ceremony to meet 
the royal train, and laid the position of affair-, be¬ 
fore ihe king, Kai Kiitjsrau, casting a glance on 
each ensign. knew by this how each chieftain had 
conducted him sc Hi VS hen he ciime to that of 
Gudfirc, and Mield the body <j! PMn Wfcah, he 
hurst into tears, and, alighting from his horse , laid 
his blessed face lor some time on that uf Pfriin : he 
then gave orders for the body to be well washed; 
after which it was wrapped up in pure garments or 
great value, and interred in a suitable place. At 
the foot of Gecv’s banner lie beheld Gitrshivvnz 
lying prostrate - on which lie again dismounted, ; ird 
severed the traitors head from the vehicle of his 
body. He next held a public assembly, in which 
he rendered the chiefs of the army delighted and 
encouraged by royal distinctions and muniliccni 
donations. To Farfbarz he gave the provinces of 
Kenniin, Ky. ami Mukhin: to Chula rz. the revenues 
of Istaluin, Jirjiin, and kuhislan ; the other chills 
were also rewarded hi the same proportion, so as 
to satisfy their desires, and secure their attachment. 
When the account of Pi ran Wfsalfs death reached 
Afntsisib, he scut his son Sblduh, with it great nnd 
powerful :mny, to give Kiri k Imamu battle. The 
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hostile armies encountered ench other in the plains 
ttf Kil arrant; ami >1 dreadful combat vitsiu'd, in 
which Shield] having Men by die hand of kui 
Khusiuu, that prince said, " Kh*ar razml bid" i.e, 
"Tliis ivas an easy victory," or “ Kh&i razml;” from 
w hieli expression the country was called Khavas 
niia. Tk- vict orioics monarch then directed his 
march to Kunk, the imperial residence of Airnsiab, 
in the fort of which lie besieged liim; and that 
prince, at last despairing of succour, fled iron! the 
castle by a mine, which he h;«l prepared again Ft 
on emergency of ibis nature. Otr this., Kai Khus- 
ran having won the castle, nIJ the relations and 
veiled beauties of Afrasidb fell into his hands; hut 
tliey found so secure an asylum in the shelter of 
the victor's generosity and attention, that no kind 
of violence was offered them, Aftastfb hmg won¬ 
dered about, as a fugitive, in different parts of the 
world; but was at last made prisoner in Azerbaijan, 
and brought before Kd KImsrau. Sonic writers 
say, that at the expiration of three days lie was 
put to death, by the command of the sovereign of 
the world; whilst others assert, that the king, on 
beholding him, felt emotions of compassion to such 
a degree, that Guiiarz. alarmed lost AfittsiAb should 
°btmn a guaranteed life, without the king's per¬ 
mission delivered the captive's body from , the in¬ 
cumbrance of his presumptuous head. Kai Khus- 
bring thus deliverer! from the hostility and

alarm of Afrnsi&b* removed from A/jirUAi'jan to 
linlkh. Whilst in that country, he one day having 
assembled the chiefs of the military, the Mimafteis, 
and the chief cultivators, thus addressed them:—

** nexkm ami attachment to worldly concerns; so 
** that perhaps, through the attraction of God’s in- 
u spiradoTi, joined to holy illumination and desires, 
“ i may iinnlly he associated with the inhabitants of 
** tin* angelic spheres*. and become the companion 
■' of those who dwell in the nunisions of holiness.

UAJkALru thus records in his Tarikh: “ Ilietti- 
rians inform us that Rui Rhusrau made for iuinsdl' a 
shrine, with a pulpit; which accompanied him in 
every expedition, ami ever) place of residence: in 
this, like the Prophets of old, he offered up prayers, 
worshipping God ill unity, and exhorting mankind 
to adore the High and Almighty Lord." 

Some of the people of I'arsistau state him to have 
been a prophet: they also ray that he made restitu¬ 
tion of whatever had come to him from former 
kings, which had been extorted from the cultivators 
hy unjust means : also, if one cultivator oppressed 
another, he took hack from the oppressor the pro- 
jM i ty if the injured person, and restored it to him 
who had been wronged - he nlsn granted an ttUeviu- 
tion of imposts, and mniiUmnecl the military from 
the treasury, He summonsed none but the military 
to his service: the Kayos w ere masters of their owns 
conduct; and in whatever aid he demanded of them, 
he adopted im vexatious proceedings. This prince 
deliberated carefully on every affair he undertook. 
The very first day on which he ascended the throne 
of sovereignty, he exhibited due attention to the 


commanders of the military. the JiohiLity, the learned. 
Hie Ministers of the ,State (that is, the masters of 
the sword and pen* who moved hi the* circle of his 
majestic train), tlie chieftains, feudal barons, and @11 
hig subjects hi general; thus conciliating and re* 
jdicing their hearts, and encouraging them by his 
promise of justice and equity. The KW Bakiwee 
relates, in the Nkmii-m-tuwarikli, that among the 
illustrious sages contemporary with Khusiau were 
I ythugoras and Lokmltt the Sage; this, however, 
contradicts the tradition wldcii ascribes to i lie tor- 
mcr, in the time of Jems heed, the discovery of the 
science ol Music, as bus been before stated in these 
pages. It is one of his sayings, “ JTitcip Mat the 
*' stability aj the king and the cultivators is fmmkd 
“ on wealth, which the Almighty has constituted the 
" mans of putting in order the runterm of this world 
“ tm d the next: cultivation is the source of wealth, 
nuy, its mitie: that is, the stability of the kin" - 
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mid his people depends on wealth, which God has 
,ip|minted the means lor both worlds: niliivtttion 
mid improvements, are its fountain aud its mine; 
that is, the concerns of {be world, and Lin* advan¬ 
tages of tlie children of Adam, art* set in order Uy 
means of wealth : in the season of undertaking and 
engaging m important concerns, it is impossible to 
enter into or commence them without thepofcses- 
>ton nf riches, which therefore constitute the most 





precious happiness ami the most valued present 
conferred by the nine heavens or the four elements ! : 
regard them, therefore, as bmag ofliigh importance, 
and expend them on the proper occasion; for Liie 
source oi wealth, nay, its mine, arises from the dif- 
fusion rj justice, tilt.- increase of liberality, allev kit ion 
oi imposts to the cultivators, and the increase of 
population: it therefore behoves every prince, who 
is desirous of treading with linn and unshaken step 
the sanctuary of dominion, or of re main ing free and 
xectirc from the capricious revolutions of Fortune, to 
attend carefully to these maxims, and never swerve 
from these principles. Kui Kliusrau's title was, 
Mubarak, or Blessed; and. by the blessing of Clod, 
his story is now completed J ,

TUB REIGN OF LOHORA'SIV 

Tub Tirikli Maqjem call* Lohot&p, gmndson to 
Hu; brptliar of Kui Kuuos. There appeared no prince 
of the Kaiiniun nice more distinguished for ardour, 
magnanimity, excellence, eloquence, liberality, and 
strength uf mi ml: hut with so many good qualities, 
lie was severe mid implacable, and never .spared the 
uBender: the sharp-edged ewurd and the point of 
the resplendent lance were the invariable instru¬ 
ments of reproof and punishment employed by him. 
When Km Klinsrau inscribed on him the characters 
of royalty, the nobles of Irshi were opposed to his 
elevation : the aged Zmtl, In parttepkr, mentioned 
many tilings unfavourable to huh rasp; hut Kai 
Kliusran not only prevented him from holding such 
discourses, but even induced him to display great 
earnestness for L olio rasp's election : and Zmil hav¬ 
ing by such means obtained pardon for his pre-

sumption, tilled lib mouth with dust. Some writers 
however maintain that Ziiul never consented to the 
authority and dominion of Lohordsp, nor ever paid 
him homage; which mb understanding entailed de¬ 
struction on tiic children and descendants of both 
parties, Lohorisp 1 icing now undisputed sovereign, 
caused a throne of gold, set with precious stones, to 
ho made, and fixed the imperial residence in Haikh. 
The Ajemito historians assert that the Sultans of 
Hindustan ami Cheen girl their loins in implicit 
obedience to his sway; also, that during his reign 
lie devoted himself, more than preceding; moiHirclis, 
to the subjugation of the world: they besides ascribe 
to his reign the precedency and gradations of re¬ 
ceivers and comptrollers observed among the Mini¬ 
sters t»| Finance, At the time of lib appointing 
Rohim, (ton ( ,f Guitar*, who b by smne styled 
Baklitnasar, to the command of Irak Ajem, he said 
to him, “Lead an army towards tin- western regions, 
" and whatever countries you subdue in that cjuur- 
" !»hall be dependent on you; no other chief 
11 shall interfere with them*" Although, on a former 
occasion, our descriptive pen lias narrated in these 
pages, from the Kitab Ghuuiych and other Histories, 
the actions of Bakhtimsar, and Ids laying waste the 
Temple ol Jerusalem; however, at present, in rela¬ 
ting tin- history of Ulmrifisp, the humble writer 
could not reconcile to hfamdf lo leave this work 




destitute of what Tabari says on this subject: which 
is as follows :—Bakhinasar directing bis course to¬ 
wards the regions of tilt- West, after long and toil* 
some marches arrived on the confines of Shawn 
(Syria): from thence he advanced to Damascus, of 
which place he made himself master, by an urrmtge- 
nitiit with the inhabitants: he then detached one 
of his nobles against the Holy Temple, where at 
that time reigned a king descended from Daood ion 
whom he peace!) Tins prince also made a treaty 
with Bakhtnasar'is General; who, taking the great 
men of Israel for hostages, set out on his return* 
On coming to Tiberias, a city of Shaum, he re¬ 
ceived this account: " The Children of ]>rad hare 
" raised n sedition against their king; and said to 
,JlM1 ' ^° 11 have dealt treacherously In us T innot 
giving battle to tile commander sent bv Bakht* 
" lia5ai: ' after whidi they put him to death, and 
" made ready for battle.' The al>ove-meiitinned 
commander having stated llus to Bakhtnasar, re¬ 
ceived from him this older: « Remain in y (>ur 
“ l* resej * l^^tion until I join you; after which, we 
'* w£U together, and give them battle*' Baklit- 
uosar also ordered him to ]>ut the hostages to death; 
and then went in person against the Holy Temple, 
where he committed the greatest devastation* As 
to the other traditions about CaJcJitnaaar such osjhis 
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delivering Jeremiah, and his expedition u^nst 
Egypt. I hey by no means contradict what lias been 
before mentioned: living obliged to have recourse 
to repetition, this much is sufficient. The tame 
Tiirifch informs us, that L oh crisp had two sons, 
named Gusluasp and Znreer; the former of whom 
resembled the lofty, graceful ly-waving cypress, tower¬ 
ing on high over the streams of good fortune, or the 
moon, m the zenith of tile sphere of royalty, arrived 
at the limit of perfection : divine splendor and 
roval majesty Here manifestly pourtrayed on his 
enlightened eotiutcnance; the fragrance of empire, 
.nid rlu- gales of authority, diffused their sweet odour 
on every side. Notwithstanding this, LuhoriLsp 
distinguished the sons of Kai Kuoos, and those of 
lonmir princes, beyond his own children; so as to 
entrust them with authority over the provinces, and 
the transaction of the most important concerns. 
This conduct so greatly mortified Gusbtkp, tlmi 
he induced a number of persons to enter into his 
views, hoping by their co-operation and exertions 
to gain an influence in the concerns of the fctate. 
Lohorfisp got information of the design; mid Gush¬ 
er having learned ihiit his plot was discovered, 
through dread of his Cither’s rigid nature and 
harsh disposition, quitted the kingdom, and, !icing 
areumpinied by ;i body of chosen domestics, began 
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to traverse tlic earth with the Velocity of the wind, 
until he reached die territories of Hoorn, lit- 
soot) became so remarkable in that country for in¬ 
trepidity and activity, that he attained high offices 
mid honourable distinctions. In short, it happened 
at that period to be customary with the Cmsars, 
when their daughters arrived at maturin', and con¬ 
sequently were of an age to marry, to convene a 
geneml assembly, at which the nobility and the 
people were alike present: the emperors daughter 
then rude through the meeting, with an otangc in 
her liand; and at whomsoever she threw the 
orange, that person obtained the honour of being 
the emperors son-in-law. Whilst Gushtisp was 
forced by circumstances to dwell in the kingdom 
of Room, be heard that an assembly of this de¬ 
scription was to be held : such an occurrence b|j- 
peared to him so extra ordinary and novel, that hv 
went, to behold it; he there saw the young nobility, 
arrayed in splendid dresses and costly robes, che- 
' isbiny presumptuous hopes. The emperor's dmigh- 
t<!i . vviusge umne was Kiteh&t*, passed through the 
assembly, sun-eyed each one, and then threw the 
orange towards Gushtasp : —

As < jusht&sp was a stranger without puwer or splen¬ 
dor, tin.' emperor was incensed ai KildbGn's con¬ 
duct ; ami though lie gave her lo the prince, lie pre¬ 
vented all kind of intercourse between liiui anil his 
bride. After this event,, the emperor discontinued 
doit custom, and proclaimed: “I have two more 
<* daughters behind the curtain of seclusion: these 
“ 1 will bestow mi whoever slays the dragon in 
** such a valley. Amt the lion in such a thicket." 
There were al this time, in Room, two young 
princes very desirous of living allied to the empe¬ 
ror, although not possessed of sufficient bravery to 
slay these monsters: they therefore consulted some 
sage advisers for some remedy, and by their ad¬ 
vice transferred the undertaking to Gushtasp, who 
at this period was pointed out as one endued with 
irresistible force and undaunted courage. The 
princes haring accordingly uppUcil to him on this 
subject, GnshL-isp slew both the lion and I In- dragon. 
During h long time he told no one of the circimi- 
stance; and the princes, who claimed to themselves 
tin? glory of the enterprise, obtained the emperor’s 
daughters. It happened, after this, that < iiisht.isp 
was engaged in playing at bid! before the king; 
when he displayed such a decided superiority over 
lilt- other players in the management of his chuk&o, 
that the vniperiW incpdrwl into his state, (iush- 
tisp, ill relating some particulars of his story, gave 


such, nn account of the maimer in which the lion 
and dragon were slain, that the real circumstance* 
were now ascertained. On this, the emperor be- 
came reconciled to Gushtiisp, offered many apo¬ 
logies for his former conduct, and distinguished him 
by accumulated favours and munificence. It in said 
in some Tarikhs, tliat, during all tills time, Gush- 
lisp never uttered a word about his family to tile 
emperor or his daughter, hut gave himself the ap¬ 
pellation of Farmkh 7M : it is also stated, that 
the emperor having obtained the victory over 
many powerful enemies through the prince's ef¬ 
fectual aid, id last, by )us instigation, sent ambas¬ 
sadors to Lohorasp, to demand tribute and contri¬ 
butions. Lohornsp, who was astonished at this 
presumption and boldness, at last ascertained that 
such insolence and rashness could only proceed from 
the reliance he placed on the support and aid of a 
certain person. Alter this. Lobar asp, to conciliate 
his sou, gave to Zarcer a crown and throne, and 
despatched him with a numerous army of brave 
warriors to the confines of Room. When the ac¬ 
counts of Zurti-r* approach became known, the 
emperor transferred to Gi edit asp the conduct of this 
important affair. The prince, in the first place, ob¬ 
tained permission to advance alone towards the 
troop* of Iran; anti afterwards, according to circum¬ 
stances, to take measure* lor pence or war. A - snow 
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ns Gusbtisp drew near his brother, the two lumina¬ 
ries were in conjunction, and the eyes of the Iranians 
were enlightened by the sight of Gaslit Asp : then, 
according to ins father's command, they placed the 
crown on his head, and seated hint on the royal 
throne. After this ceremony, he sent the following 
int s^ige re the sovereign of It. mm: '* The emperor's 
“ presence is desired, in order that this important 
“ affair may be settled agreeably to his wishes," 
The em|»eror hastened to the army of Inin: and, 
on heholding his son-in-law seated on the throne,

Gushtnsp received him with every demonstration 
of honour and respect, and seated him by his side: 
alter which, they celebrated the prince’s nuptials 
with entertainments, banquets, feasting, and re¬ 
joicing : on the termination of w Inch, the emperor 
sent his daughter KitubCm to Gushtasp, along with 
bridal gifts and rare objects which in quantity and 
value exceeded the powers of calculation. The 
prince then set out for Inin \ and after some days 
wits admitted to the honour of kissing his father's 
hands: so that ho extinguished the violent fever 
arising from the headache of events by the draughts 
of social intercourse. The zone of respectful obedi¬ 
ence was so bound about his very soul, that the 
^gus of In? good service were lnel by glances of 
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approbation, and he was thus raised from the abyss 
of disgrace to the pinnacle of glory. At this period 
Lobuxfcp, having convened an assembly in the pre¬ 
sence of his Ministers and the nobles of !ik empire, 
appointed Ids beloved son as Vicegerent; conferring 
on him absolute power in aE drcimistances, either 
*° rt '^ i:v <jr ^ind, to close up or break down * after 
winch ceremony, embracing seclusion and retire¬ 
ment, he devoted himself wholly lo the acquisition 
o( jq&ftunl perfection, the attainment of the mc- 
monals of purity, laying up the fissures of good 
works, ami rearing aloft the steps of celestial glory.

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TUt* reign of Loliordap lasted one hundred and 
twenty years; and In? was styled Badkhi, because the 
greatest part of his reign was passed in that region. 
Many historians record, that he abandoned Sstakhnr 
through fear of Siriaimln, and therefore fixed iiis 
abode in Iklkli. It k one nf his sayings., that the 
sovereign, in punishing offenders, and afterwards 
taking them into favour, acts the part of an mtdli- 
gent and humane physician; who, on being obliged 
to cut off one member in order to remove the 
illn lady of the body, is nldiged, after tile operation, 
to sew up what wa*? lacerated, nul heul whatever 
was morbid; that ts, the sovereign, in the correction 
of the criminal, the punishment of sinners, the re¬ 
compensing of i imp tit otis deeds, or taking vengeance 
on guilty conduct, resembles the ingenious physi¬ 
cian and the skilful leech, win/ propose to cure the 
diseased limb by incision, cautery, or amputation, 
and so purify it in the first place from all morbid 
matter; after which he necessarily promotes the 
re-production of the flesh, the closing up of the inci¬ 
sions, the junction of the dissevered parts, and the 
healing of the won nth W1 letjcvcr, tl i crcfo re, a mler 
detects guill in his attendants or officers, let him 
order the infliction of the punishment, tin- due re¬ 
ward of such conduct, so that oppressors and trans¬ 
gressors may not, through impunity and audacity, 
lie prompted to undertake, with increased boldness, 
enterprises which are either foul or criminal; nor be 
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induced, by insolence, to attempt such enormity 
After such correction, the prince must endeavourt u 
in-al and alleviate: let him apply the balm of for¬ 
tune to tlic wounds of justice : let him pass away 
from the recollection of guilt; and cover the past 
failings and defects with the mantle of pardon : for 
the Wise have observed, « Mb*, exerr^d in pot rer.

The Iianii ul’ authority plucked the flower of justice 
from the tree;; planted in the garden of Ids prospi 
rit v: the eye of conntiiiiul contemplated the features 
of equity in the mirror of ill's perfections: in short, 
GushtAsp was reckoned a prince exalted in power, 
abundant in justice, sublime iti energy : he however 
engaged in one criminal undertaking, namely, his 
adopting the faith of Zerdusht, The TArikh Bine 
Giri. and the Tarikh Maujem, state, that Zerdushl, 
the sage, appeared at this time; he was at first in¬ 
structed by one of the disciples of Jeremiah the 
Prophet, until lie had learned the sciences of the 
Arabians ; I: i> said tn have devoted himself parti¬ 
cularly to astrology, and to have ascertained, from 
the positions of the stars, that some one resembling 
Moses was to appear, to whom the reflection of the 
Creator of light and darkness would manifest itself, 
through the brilliancy of fire and his search of it: 
wl licit afterwards gave rise to hi- p ret e 11 sim is , Satan , 
after this, suggested to his mind, “ The promised 
person is a type flf thyself;’' on which, ZerdushL 
gave himself up to retirement, seclusion, and holy 
meditation, to wjcli a degree, that a glory shone 
round him, through the multitude of his ansi critics: 

t*| Tbf [)amt* l»f ilif tirt*** 
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From die want of some spiritual guide to umk« him 
surmount the obstacles of presumption and idle 
vanities, Satan exhibited to him that splendor under 
die form of fire, <md began to converse with him 
from the midst of it, Zcrdiiiht collected all his 
conversations with liilis, in a hook called by him 
Zend-pfaeud; and reckoning himself a prophet, ex¬ 
horted the people to embrace the faith of the Magi 
and the warship of fire. It is to be observed, that 
tin: name of Zindik is given to the heretics who be¬ 
lieve in this book. The people are always so prone 
to sedition, that even while the grapes of events 
uure still unripe, they commenced their fanatic pro¬ 
ceedings : in Azarbaijao, particularly, great multi¬ 
tudes, deluded by Zerdusht, laid their heads at his 
feet, and the seducer spoke to them after this man- 
ner s— «* 1 am a prophet: the Holy Spirit aids me tu 
" reveal the secrets of futurity : he lias brought me 
“ a communicatioii from the Almighty, the Holy 
One.*’ When this declaration was made public, 
the fame of Zerdusht was circulated by every tongue, 
and the Zend-paaend luid liecomc the topic of 
general conversation t lus praises were at last re¬ 
peated in the court of Gushtisp, so that this prince 
testified a desire to see him. As the king attached 
great imjiortaiice to an interview with Zerdnsht, be 
set out from the confines of Balkli with a numerous 
retinue and great pomp to meet him so that mat- 
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ters were finally brought from the mystery of con¬ 
cealment to the certainty' of demonstration, Gush- 
r;isp afterwards, through the exertions of his son 
Ivdendiar. came over to the religion of the Magi, 
and erected fire-tern pies in ail parts of hi* dominions. 
II« also commanded twelve thousand cow-hides to 
be tanned, and made into sheets as fine ns the skins 
of the gaze I, on the pages of which, illumined with 
gold and silver, were inscribed tilings which ought 
to have been committed to tlie flames, namely, the 
subtle delusions which proceeded from tlie corrupt 
nature of Zerdusbt, Gushtasp. on his arrival at 
fstakhdr, ordered a vault to bo made, in which the 
Zend-pazend was deposited with great solemnity, 
and also appointed a considerable force to guard it; 
at tlie same tune that he prohibited the common 
people from being instructed in it, he exhorted the 
nubility to guard and peruse it. He next put to 
death a great many who were opposed to the re¬ 
ligion of the Magi, so that all people embraced the 
worfiliip of fire: being convinced how necessary it 
was to abandon the path of opposition and hostility, 
therefore they all exclaimed with one accord,

I he Guebres (oil whom be the curses of the Al- 
mighty!) relate strange things of Zerdusht; among 
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which is the following :—tiod had originally created 
the soul of Zerdusbt b a tree, which was placed in 
the highest firmament: after which Ills essence was 
removed into a cow; of whose milk Zerdusht's hither 
having partaken, the influence of it was cinmmmi- 
cateil to his mother. Satan however, being deter¬ 
mined to destroy the child, breathed on his mother 
with a pestilential blast, so that she became sick; 
bin the same instant a voice from Heaven said to 
her, ” Thou shah find relief from these pains;" 
after which her nilliction was changed into health. 
At the moment of Zerdushtffi birth, he laughed so 
loud, thai all present heard I he stupid distinctly. 
.-Vs soon as lie was grown up, lie retired in out* of 
tile mountains of ArdiM\on his descent from which 
he held a hook in his hand, and said, ** This 
“ volume hiLs descended to me from the roof of the 
11 house which is un that mountain." This volume 
he called the Zend; but as its meaning was not in¬ 
telligible to all men, he gave the name of PA/end 
to u Commentary written to explain it. The follow¬ 
ing is another of those traditions:—Zerdusht had n

himself; and when Guslitasp came to sm; him, he 
put some of it into the king's hilt ids, who was also 
unhurt hy it: mid the same result (oliowed when 
put into the hands of others. Jhn Atliur records, 
that the fire at present worshipped hy tfie Magi is 
derived from this; which, according to their hclief, 
has never been extinguished, (t is also said, tliat 
Zerttofifat lay down on the threshold of the Hri> 
tempk-, anti ordered ten rotolt of brass to be put 
into four crucibles, which, " hen melted, was poured 
on his breast: whatever part of the metal touched 
his breast was instantly turned into small globules, 
nor was there; a visible trace of any injury sustained 
hv him. Some writers assure us. that Gusli tibp, in 
the- beginning of his reign, not only opposed the 
tenets of Zcrdusht, hut even detained him in prison 
during seven years: it however happened, that one 
day the royal train came to some place, where sud¬ 
denly his horse's feet were so drawn into tiis belly 
that tkjt trace of them was discernible, so that all 
the people exclaimed with wonder, What can hi; 
the cause of this?" fhishtasp, sending for Zerthlsht 
oiil of prison, asked him to explain this extraordi¬ 
nary event; to whom Zerdusht thus answered: 
11 This has been caused by your unbelief; you are 
,f not obedient to me, who am a prophet; now, 
" therefore, if you will obey me, 1 shall pray to the 
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*' Almighty to restore your horde's feet/ To (his 
proposal Gushtasp having agreed, Zerdusht prayed 
to Gfxl; upon which the horse was straight restored 
to his former state, and the king immediately pro* 
fussed his Belief in the prophetic mission of Zerdusht. 
Tn short, (here are many things recorded of this per¬ 
sonage, which, if repeated at full length* would he 
the cause of too great prolixity. 1 lAliz A'brii relates, 
in his Tiirikh. that Gushtasp sent an annual tribute 
to Turkestan; but (his was now prevented by Zer- 
dusht, who said to Him: “ lr does not become a 
" sovereign, adorned with the collar of true faith, to 
" send tribute to an jdu’-worshipper: 1 '— 

" Thsut ijHilif 1 littf ggud Zenfnsln tn lit? yniihfnl ruumkIi ; 

“ * It in not in ciiulbmuty with my tenet; 

Thtii you pay tribute io Uw wvereijri! ol’lliffti; 

“ Such conduct is unworthy of tJaw h*Ikj pro/esa my fiiiih/ " 

On this, Gushtasp kept back the tribute: ami as 
all the people of Iran had now embraced his belief, 
Zerdusht, besides, thus addressed the king:—" Now 
41 is the lime to give battle to the Turks: for it is 
,l not permitted to those who adopt my faith to 
" maintain communion with infidels; they are as- 
" sis ted by Satan, but our support and aid come 
from the Great and Glorious God/

solemn treaty entered into between himself and 
ArjAsp, the prince of Turkestan, sent ambassadors. 


to that sovereign* exhorting him to embmeo the* reli¬ 
gion of (lie Magi. Arjusji, being indignant at such a 
proposal, Jioiti bade to the king a letter to the follow¬ 
ing purport ■ ,f If thou do'st not renounce thy newly* 
“ adopted faith, and return to the belief of thy fat In? r 
'* and forefathers, 1 will instantly proceed with an 
" army against thee, and by the kingdom of Mn 
“ desolate." I Ids letter was no sooner received hy 
the sovereign of Iran, than he became agitated by 
rage like the troubled ocean: be sent for Zurecr 
and Esfendiar, to whose pemsal and consideration 
lie submitted the epistle: 

'IVp t3i*.--w ht atttffPtl die imiLtliqjp limgpuigti 
" Addrt^cl hi him by thr 3ui njjjbty Frills vf Tutfitt," 

They were astonished at the conduct of Arptsp, 
and thus replied r ** Tilt* treaty between its is abro¬ 
gated.*' They next despatched, in concert, to Tur¬ 
kestan a letter full of reproaches : on tin- receipt of 
which by Aijusp, he issued orders for assembling 
his hosts; after which, he marched to Irdri nt the 
head of such an immense force, that the wide earth 
was crowded by their multitudes. Guditasp ad¬ 
vanced with a mighty host to meet the invaders; 
and he besides promised ksfendi&r, hi case he gained 
the victory" through his means, to resign to him the 
crown and throne. Both armies being ilrnwn out 
In order of battle, there ensued a contest, rhr like 
of which has never been described by any one : at 
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last the Turks lU-il in eonfttritm, Jive of the soils .jr 
brethren of Arj.isp luiviiu: been deprived and de¬ 
filed of On- (tpl<ifulor nf life, When victory had 
thus declared for GushtAsp, In- returned [it triuxctjih 
to the imperial residence, but detached Eafendi&r 
to subdue the regions of AzaTbai'jan and Armenia, 
and tu erect fire-temples in those countries. During 
F.sftituUdr'* absence, one of the Ministers traduced 
him Lit the king, and said, lib ambition prompts 
hhi i to rebel, and aim at the sovereign power," This 
conversation made so deep an impression tin Gimli- 
tUNp, that In nrdeml the prince to be put in chain* : 
therefore, on Ids return from tile expedition, lie was, 
by his father’s commands, imprisoned in the Fortress 
of tiirdkuh, m the district of Itiidbar'. Arjisp 
reckoned this a favourable nppnrlunity for reU- 
Uatirm. and therefore malic an incursion as far us 
Bulkb. where in put to death the aged Loll or Asp. 
who had retired to that place; he also sent the

M-‘ therefore despatched his brother Jomdsp to the 
Fort of < drdkiih, to liberate Esfeiididr, tn give him 
hopes of tin' crown, and to implore him to come 
with ult expedition to encounter Arjiwp. F*sfenduu 
at first sternly reused; but at last, giving way tn thr 
< vWtatmjiH mid tmiMri-b of In-, untie .lumusp, with 
one effort uj bis mighty arm In; tore hit, chums 
asimder. mid returned fa his lather s service. The 
following day he descended from the castle* and 
gave battle to Aijisp: in this engagement. such 
multitudes of the l urk', wen- slHUghlerad, that the 
survivors were forced to a precipitate flight, Afar 
thi;. edehratfd victory, Gtislndsp thus said to Es- 
fendiar: *• The dignity of Sultan is yours by right; 

" it would hovvover be a great disgrace for me to 
“ encircle your brows with the inif serial diadem, or 
“ h>r you to repose on the royal couch, whilst vour 
distent remain captures hi the power of your fin s.” 

I Ins speech stimulated the heron energy uf Esh n- 
diir; he therefore selected from thi- force* of ir;in

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twelve thousand horse mid as many fooMdldiers; at 
the I lead of wboin, accompanied by his brother 
(iudarz. he set out to take revenge on Arjasp. 
Will, respect to this e x pedition of E Men tlkirs against 
Rueen 1):?.. or tin- Bmefi Castle, and his conquest 
of Xrjusp’s kingdom, tin Ajemitv Irishmans toll 
sue Li extraordinary things, t hat they cannot be ad¬ 
mitted by the intelligent critic: hut as they have 
i>een recorded in all the histories of Far*, tin writer 
of the present work dues not judge it proper to 
omit them in these pages, W >. are informed in 
several works, that Esfc-ndiar. iu the course of his 
journey, came to a place from w hich there were 
three routes to Rnceti Drib tile capital of Arjisp: 
one of these, along which there urns abundance of 
water and plenty of forage. Could he travelled over 
in the spate of six mouths: the second, along which 
there was but u scanty supply of water ami pro- 
visions, would take up one month : and the third, 
called Haft KMn, could be traversed in one week?

“ When you come neat: Uueen Diz, halt in such a

" every quarter, with your troops duly marshalled, 
" and the loud din of drums and trumpets." In 
short, when Ksfemlidr, having escaped all tin- 
thuigers and terrors of Baft thin, drew near tlu- 
Fortress of Aijasp, this report was spread through 
the town and the citadel i “ A noble merchant is 
" coming hither from Iran, because lie has expo- 
“ riencetl great wrongs in the commercial transac- 
“ dons which have occurred between him and Es- 
“ fend tar: he lias therefore tied from liiui. to seek 
“ uu asylum with the sovereign of the Turks." This 
report having readied that prince, he sent for tin 
merchant; and EsfdujLir hastened in hiss the king's 
fK t, bringing with liim, by way of present, Hidtl 
gems of the finest water, suitable to the- splendor 
of a crowned head. Arjasp questioned tlie pre¬ 
tended merchant aliont the toils of (lie journey, and 
received him with, great benignity : also, whenever 
Esfendiar approached tin king, he always brought 
suitable presents, so Lliul he became exulted by Lhu 
royal notice, and was admitted, to the soviet i of the 
nobler and Ministers; in short, his intimacy. and the 
esteem entertained for hint, continued to augment 
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ever)? day to such a degree, that Arjdsp at lust as¬ 
signed him a palace near Ids own. 

When Blshutun, with the Iranian troops, had com¬ 
pleted the journey of one month, they approached 
the concerted halting-place, and (lie appointed time 
itrow near. At this conjuncture, Esfendidr requested 
permission from A rjisp to invite the noble? and chirk 
of the fortress to an entertainment: this request 
being grunted, at the moment when the monarch of 
the stars retired to the palaces of the West, Esfon- 
difir, under pretence of preparing (he feast, kindled 
a number of fires. Bisbutun, on In-holding the rising 
blaze. having ordered all the trumpets to sound and 
the drums to bent, immediate! v advanced to the 
wails with his troops in order of battle.

All (lie horsemen having of course sallied out of the 
city, Esfendiir took advantage of the favourable 
moment, and with his small I mod of chosen heroes 
spread havoc and dismay throughout the place: 
from every quarter of Kvicert biz tumult and uproar 
SO assailed the ears of till Tur anian s, that they 
became stupefied through astonishment and terror. 
Esfendiar, having intercepted the- communication, 
put to the sword every one who fled from the 
fortress, as well as those who from without en¬ 
deavoured to eiticr it; whilst, on the other side, 
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tiisliutun put to the sword all w lio were oppos'd to 
him: in short, on that gloomy night the dawn of A fra. 
sial/s prosperity, with that of his brethren, was en¬ 
veloped in the darkness of woe and destruction. 
On that same night, Esfcnd&r, having got posses¬ 
sion of his sisters, sent Arjisp's white elephant, laden 
with Afrasiib's golden throne, to Gusli las p, and the 
kingdom o| Tprin became the seat of desolation. 
At last, when many regions of the host had teen 
subdued, the government of the caimttv was, bv 
Esfendjar's desire, entrusted to one of the sous of 
Agreeras; w hose prophetic mission was acknow¬ 
ledged by tiie Turks; and whose posterity for many 
successive generations was sealed on the throne, 
until the time of Iskander of Boom .

Alter this, though 
with great reluctance, In- advanced at the head of 
a mighty army towards Sis tun; and on arriving near 
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Lhc confines, lit; sent Behmou, his sou, to find out 
Rustam, Be h men, in obedience to this order, 
hastened on his mission, and from the top of a 
mountain discovered [{ustarn tit the himtiug-gvound, 
engaged in roasting an onager on a spit of tamarisk- 
wood*. lie was filled with wonder on beholding 
the hero’s gigantic figure and frame: he however 
rolled down a huge rock from the summit of the 
mountain towards him, which, on coming near, was 
hurled to a distance hy the point of the hem’s loot, 
lii-hmeD was astonished at such a proof of Rustams 
unequalled strength; and said to himself, with melan¬ 
choly forebodings, “ It will be dillicult for Esft-n- 
duir to subdue such a man."

He was also the first who stamped money with the 
intake of a fire-temple : on one side was the image 
of the temple, and on the other the likeness uf 
Gushlasp with a crown on his head, tie sat on 
the throne one hundred and twenty years, and, 
according to some writers, ;i much longer period :

there any security tn the unbeliever. Which great 
truth is proved from this consideration: Whoever 
floes not acknowledge the great Supreme Cause, 
w ho does every thing according tn his pleasure: and 
lie who denies the Hesurreetloo, the Day of Judg-

The historians of Fan* style tills prince Darur 
Dost, or" Lon "'handed f because hk authority ex¬ 
tended over the Seven Climates. The groat majority 
of writers also assort, that no Ajcmite sovereign 
equalled him in virtues ami sciettco: he icas a 
monarch pre-eminent in humility, justice, mildness, 
aucj mercy. Hafiz Ahru says, tltni the following 
was the exordium of all ids despatches : " This is 
“ the missive of Ardeshir, the devoted servant of 
" God, and the servants of him who is your ruler," 
The same writer uJshi tolls us, that he was the first 
who prefixed to all his Letters, “ In the name of 
God, &cr As to the etymology of Ardeshir *, the 
following tradition is related" As Esfendiar was 
" once in conference with Gushtskp, he was &- 
" formed of the birth of a sou, at the same moment 
“ bi which a servant passed who held a dish be- 
'* tween his hands. Esfcndidr went out, nutl in* 
" qiiircd, * >V hat host thou 7 Tile servant answered, 
“ ‘A'rd o shfr,’ (' flour mid milk.')" Tile author of 
the NIofit(di-ai-ulum, when making mention of

into nny province, he secretly appointed a spy 
over him, in order to he informed of the governor 'k 
conduct towards the lUyits: if he behaved witli 
justice* he was promoted ; hut if he proved Ty raimi- 
cit], he placed in Jus lap (he inflicted mi him) the 
punishment due to his deserts. Once ,i-yt:ar lie 
summoned all his subjects lo appeal' before him : hr 
then descended from his throne; and having p rr . 
liaised suitable prayers ainl thanksgiving*, thus ad¬ 
dressed them : “ One year lias now elapsed since 
my reign anil authority over you have com- 
'■ menced: if any net of mine, or of tile governors 
“ appointed hy me, have given you discontent, you 
“ are now to declare it, that I may investigate the 
matter. After some interval, die high-priest 
rose up, and said ; “ Gkiug! limy your reign hist 
for ever J The nobility and people are grateful arid 
'* contented : your virtues are universally applauded, 
u thankfully acknowledged." Then some one 
proclaimed aloud to the people: " O men! cultivate 
the ground: fear God: he not guilty of treason: 

“ depart far away from corrupt desires!” The 
king then said to his Ministers: “ Whenever you 


" perceive* me inclined la falsehood, or derating 
** from [Ik; direct path, keep me back from Midi 
“ deeds: if you observe me wrathful against any, 
“ restrain roc: oil even' occasion inspire roe with 
“ a thrsire of doing all tliai is praise worthy.” 

They say, that when the throne hod been for 
some lime graced by the presence of Bdnneii, in 
consequence of Ids sound reflection, deep reason, 
impartial justice, and extensive liberality, the con¬ 
cerns of the world were duly arranged, ami the 
niEbrs of the empire conducted with ftrmness- 
Jlavingtlius long devoted himself to conciliate every 
heart, and to do good in every part of die empire, 
his energy now prompted ldm to avenge ids father's 
blood «n Rustam Dastan’, and to lay Zuhnlistim 
waste, He therefore sent in advance an army 
composed of clmscn warriors, terrible as the Day of 
Judgment; and he himself immediately followed 
them, Ac this juncture, Dehmen heard that the 
resistless whirlwind of death had torn up by the 
roots the tree of Rustam's life from the garden of 
existence, awl that Furimurz Ids son had siicce-cried 
to all Ids honours- As soon as the lord of the 
Siren Climates had reached Zitbulistin, & terrible 
engagement took place; in which such multitudes 
were slaughtered on both sides, that the deserts and 
plains, from the numliers of the slain, appeared like

lofty eminences. In this battle felt the cldtiftaiti* 
and relations of Rustam, along with his sun Fari- 
uiarz: and Zaul himself was taken prisoner. 

In the fours* 1 of his reign, Bebraen deposed 
Bakhtnasars son from the government of Babe!; 
which he committed to one of Lohorisp's sons, 
named Kurcsli, whose mutlnrwas descended from 
the Children of Israel: he likewise commanded him 
to '.end hack the captives of the Children of Israel to 
the territory of the Holy Temple, and to appoint as 
Lhuir governor whomsoever they themselves should 
select; Kuresh therefore assembled the Children of 
Israel, and appointed Daniel to the government. It 
is rein led in some Histories, that Lohorasp having 
deposed fSaklunasar from the government of Jlabd, 
permitted the Israelirish captives to return, in order 
that the kingdom of Shaum (Syria) should be culti- 
vatL-d : they conformed to these orders, and in the 
days of lick mm hud brought the territory of the 
I luly Temple to die highest state of cultivation: 
hut Bclimen having sent an umlmssador to the 
Children of Israel, their king put liim to death; 
which so aroused lus indignation, that he com¬ 
manded Bukhtittsur a second time to lay waste the 
country of a people, who neither obeyed (toil, nor 
the decrees of the Mug. Bukhtnasnr therefore, set¬ 
ting out with his army, laid the I Inly Temple and 
the region of SImuiu entirely waste; and returned 


to link A ruby with one hundred thousand young 
children, whom he had Horne away into captivity :— 
but nil knowledge b with the Almighty 1 When a 
Hundred mud twenty years of Bclimcn's reign Had 
umv ^lapsed, he committed the empire to the pro¬ 
found talents of his daughter Hotted; altogether 
excluding His son Seissuii, who had a 1 ways expected 
the empire to descend from lib father to himself, hi 
the legitimate and acknowledged maimer, On the 
occurrouce of mi event so contrary to Ids hopes, lie 
retired iron) his father's court; and adopting, through 
necessity, a solitary and recluse life, embraced a 
state of seclusion and austerity, deriving his suste¬ 
nance from the milk of a few sheep which he pos¬ 
sessed. 

Bellmen became daily more disconsolate and en- 
tboblcd ; and while in this state, it warn announced to 
biru tliat Horndf was pregnant; on which be or¬ 
dered the crown to be placed on her bosom: wliidi 
intelligence so depressed the mind of Sassun, that 
he commenced a wandering life over the world. It 
is related in the history of Sukimfin Shnumi, that 
when Horn id was delivered of Darith, site conceived 
a great aversion to the child: she therefore put him 
into a coffer with many precious-stones, and threw 
Ijirn into one of the rivers of Istakhur, or, as others 
say, of iialkh, A miller happening to find the coffer 
nn rhe banks of the river, on opening il beheld an 


infant e&pvMv graceful and beautiful: he took 
the eliild to Iifs house, and devoted the most un* 
ceasing attention to his education, until he arrived 
at years of maturity: the traces of royalty and high 
command were evidently pourtrayed on his brow: 
in short, in the flower of his youth, DaraU was 
honoured by being carolled in the royal service: 
and being recognised by his mother, was, by her 
order, proclaimed heir to the throne. 

It is however stated in the Tarikh Maztjem, that 
Behmen, towards the end of his life, placed the dia¬ 
dem of sovereign sway on I)drab's head; as the 
author of the following lines asserts:—

positions and brilliant observations. It is o n e of 
Hohmen’s sayings, J * A man's rank is elevated by 
his generous deeds ' these truly supply the most 
jmwcrtvil motives for shewing honour, and testifying 
respect to the great r for whoever opens the door 
fd munificence to the meritorious or the necessitous, 
the Almighty expands before him the gates of wealth 
mui the mansions of happiness ; —

the four elements, that although the prophets of 
old, tbo primitive kings, and sage- philosophers, pro¬ 
foundly considered how they miglil keep olf Aha 
Y <dii;i (the angel of death), yet no created Being 
within the wide extent of experience has been able 
hi place the hand of resistance on the front of 
destiny, nor could any one of them prolong bis 
existence a single moment Imyond the appointed 
time. This door being dosed against them, they 


enteral oil another mode of effecting their purpose : 
they knew that the acquisition of lasting faint ami 
eternal glory form a second life; and therefore, ex¬ 
erting themselves in this view of tin- subject, they 
embellished and adorned the pages «f their exalted 
volumes, the records and memorials of greatness, 
with the most eminent virtues and the most tran- 
sccndatit endowments; they nrtlamented and em¬ 
broidered the mantles of splendor and the turbans 
of glory with the qualifies most deserving of ap¬ 
plause and admiration, and liave thereby- conse¬ 
quently attained to jmmorhii life and everlasting 
iame- 

Another of bis sayings is, " Mildness is the kev 
to prosperity that is, Mildness of speech is the 
key to salvation, and a sweet tongue is the key to 
(he luck uf safety. Yu unfeeling nature ami a cor- 
rupt heart cause the foundations of happiness to he 
annihilated, and the props of dignity to he destroyed: 
whereas mildness, humility , gentleness, and equani¬ 
mity, strengthen the sources uf projquzritv, and pre¬ 
pare the means of stability of reputation, Severity 
and harshness score away friends; but gentleness 
ami kind words convert even foes into friends. The 
Almighty has said to his I'Tophet : “ Assuredly, if 
“ thou he harsh and hard-hearted, all will lice away 
from thee." 

This prince also said; '* To put in practice what 
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“ lilts been already tried, and proved useless, is Lt> 
■* throw away life/ 

He nko said : 41 The first of virtues is justice; 
" and to avenge on the oppressor the wrongs of the 
■* oppressed is the first of noble qualities."

The historians and genealogists tit Ajeni trace the 
Uncage of Rustam to Jcmshecd; hut his d ignify 
was so transcendent, that ho stands not in need of 
euloghim or panegyric. His brother, by his father’s 
side, was Shighad, an exceedingly envious and ma¬ 
lignant man : he was married to the king of Kabul’s 
daughter, and resided in tliat country. Tliis, prince, 
through the pressure of paying trilmte, and Shigliad, 
through excess of envy and malignity., both joined 
in censuring Rustaru, ami conspiring against him: 
therefore, in pursuance of a mutual 11 rulers landing, 
the king of Kabul pubtclcly commanded SUighdd to 
depart from Ills capital; on which he turned to¬ 
wards Siskin, where he had the honour of visiting 
his father and brother. As Rustam regarded his 
brothers arrival as an event worthy of distinction, 
he inquired, “ What circumstance produced the 
dispute Ik iween yourself ami the ruler of K;ilnil 
Shigli/id replied; " When your ambassador arrived 
" from Sfstan, to demand the tribute of Kabul, the 
“ traces of aversion first became v isible on the 



kings forehead, so that ho began to seek pre- 
” tences for ceding the customary payment- On 
" my cautioning him against opposition to you, he 
" grew exceeding angry, and began to reproach me 
■' in these words; ' If you had deserved to lie reck- 
u oned amongst the Children of Adam, assuredly 
“ your father would never have driven you from 
his presence: you have long talked incessantly 
" about Rustam, and pride yourself on being his 
brother; hut hi me behold one braver by far than 
” he, and with more extensive dominions than Mini 
“ y de fellow's," After many similar harsh expres¬ 
sions, tlie wretch expedit'd me from his kingdom, 
** :«id seal me away to my brother." Rustam, 
highly incensed at such it recital, instantly issued 
orders for assembling Ins army, to make an expedi¬ 
tion info Kabul: on which isiiigliid thus spoke to 
lilt- champion of the world; ** Who is the king of 
11 Kabul, that you should proceed against him with 
11 such mighty forces and preparations, and set 
“such account or Ins prowess l It is therefore 
" most advisable not to allow yourself any delay, 
■’ but tu set out alone to that place. 1 also will 
"* go in your train. Be assured that the very ru- 
" motir of your approach will either force him to 
" ib-c to some distant part of the world; or he will 
“ hasten to declare his unconditional submifistm, 
11 bearing along with him the sword and winding- 




■ sheet.” Rustam, having assented to those deceit¬ 
ful representations of lib hypocritical brother, sut 
out for Kabul, accompanied W Zuwirah and the 
traitor ShighfoL who had despatched a courier to 
inform the king ut‘ Rustam's approach; and in his 
Letter importunately urged him as follows; " It be- 
" hoves the king not to remit the least in the plan 
« vve have arranged,, but to prosecute it with the 
•• greatest vigour, in order that he, being dcli- 
a vered from Rustam’s despotic sway, may pass his 
« Hfo in uninterrupted security, reposing on the 
» eouch of tranquillity." No sooner had the king 
of Kabul been informed of Rustam's approach, than 
he ordered deep pits to be dug in the Char Hugh 
iKour Gardens), whither he proposed to conduct 
Rustam: in these they were commanded to place 
quantities of sharp in strum enter— : javelins, spears, 
and such like t after which they were to cover up 
the pits With bushes and fagots, and scatter the 
dust of baseness in the eyes of magnanimity. As 
-.lion as Rustam readied the confines at Kabul, the 
king went out to meet him, his head and iWt un¬ 
covered, haring with him many precious gifts and 
offerings: he bowed his head to iho ground, and 
clung to the robes uf apology and pardon. Rustam 
however said to him : “ There has been made a 
** representation concerning yon, of such n nature 
'■ as- to render h impossible for you to escape alive 


*' out of mv hands." Thu king of Kabul then took 
an oath, and said : " W hatever lias been conveyed 
'■ to vour uoblo and exalted hearing has never oc- 
“ curretL l am yo«r sun ant, and the kingdom is 
* f yours.* On this Rustam said, ” Cover your head 
with the turban, and resume your boots:” but he 
answered, '* It is impossible, until you deign to 
grant my request/ Rustam having demanded what 
Unit was, the king said, " That you should deign 
** to visit my garden, so that 1 may receive you 
“ with an entertainment suitable to your dignity. 
Rustam assented, and the king of Kabul led tin: 
way with great circunispectkio; whilst the credu¬ 
lous champion, heedless of the snare laid by ids 
brother and the king, urged on his steed Raksli 
without apprehension: suddenly the rider and bis 
horse were precipitated into one of the pits, and 
almost ail Rustams limbs were sorely wounded by 
the sharp-edged swords and pointed arrows. By a 
mighty effort, he succeeded in ascending to the 
brink, of the pit: and at this moment the hypocri¬ 
tical Shtghad drew near exult!ugly. Rustam said : 
“ Lay my bow and arrows by my side; so that IT a 
*' wild beast should attack me, I may he able to 
“ ward off that calamity. Sliighnd, who had still 
some seeds of affection planted in his breast, placed 
the amis.before him as he desired; when Rustam, 
notwithstanding his feeble state, fitted an arrow' t.> 


the bow; and SMghaiJ, abmed tot his safety*, 
cimceakd himself, behind a neighbourmp tret - , from 
the champion's sipht-

,f far exceeds every other, except the calamity of 
u famine.* Rodiiheh said, " What can this Ik* ! ' 
Zaul replied : u 1 fear, if thy knowledge extend to 
“ Lliis matter, that the deluge of grief and misery 
“ will commit the palace of thy existence ns a prey 
“ to the w hir lwind of dissolution: the event which 
" lias occurred is of such a nature, that although 
" thou mayest resign thyself to every expression of 
" grief and woe, it b all of no aval" After tins, 
Rustain's mother became so urgent in her inquiries, 
that Zaul at last said, " Rustam, Shighad. and 
“ Zuw &rah, have transferred their substance irom 
“ this perishable abode to the everlasting mansions." 
Rustam's mother, on hearing this dreadful state¬ 
ment, sent forth a piercing shriek, which shook 
Z aid's firm palace to its deep foundations; then 
breaking out into groans uml wailings, she said to 
Zaul, ** O decrejdt old man and frantic dotard!

After a few days, the account of Rustam s death 
having been spread through Neemroox, his son, 
Fnrimarz, instantly assembled his rank-breaking 
soldiers, at the head of whom lie advanced towards 
Kabul: and this having come to the kings know¬ 
ledge, he also rolk-etcd a numerous army, to en¬ 
counter and oppose the invaders: on this, there 
ensued a dreadful combat, in which multitudes were 
slain on either side. Faritnan. at last obtain eel the 


victory. Duri rtg the ro ut and c< infusion of the e i icmy, 
havin': taken tlie king of Kabul prisoner, he. ivith 
the lance of victory, immediately tore up the tree of 
his existence from the root: in this battle he also 
destroyed with the ruthless sword many of the kings 
relations and connection*. Fun mare then conveyed 
his lather’s hodv to .Sist&n, where it was deposited 
in a vault: after which he rilled over Kabul and 
ZTihul with absolute sway, until the fatal period 
when the whirlwind of adversity tore up from the 
root the tree of his existence, as has heen before- 
recorded in these pages. It i* one of his sayings : 
“ Every object is gratified through the expenditure 
“ «f wealth; excepting battle, which can only be 
« satisfied by the expenditure of life." By means of 
riches we may ward off every danger, excepting that 
of l«ittlc, which is to be appeased only by the peril 
and exposure of our precious lives and persons.

He has also said: “ Well-directed, reason is part 
of the power of the mighty." The sages of old 
have also said: The truly brave man should in like 
mail tier be prudent; for should he place his entire 
confidence in his prowess and might, he is unex¬ 
pectedly assailed by some wound, which cannot be 
closed, and for which the physician of fortune is 
unable tn find a remedy. It is proper io observe.

war of the Foss, is n sufficient ami decisive confir¬ 
mation of the above sentiment.

dead, he brought up DArib carefully. But Ddrilh 
bad no sooner arrived at maturity , than his royal and 
exalted nature, not enduring to bow the head to tilt 
occupation of u fuller and scourer, was solely intent 
Upon military weapons and exercises ; and through 
this bias he joined himself to some troops which his 
mother was sending against the people of Boom. 
The commander of these forces witnessed, during

of this princess is Cbehur A'zid (‘ Of open or free 
countenance'): and tradition assigns her a reign of 
two and thirty years;. The city of Haqiavaiguii, in 
the territory of Isfalwn, is one of her works : but 
her chief work was the Hazar Situu (Thousand 
Columns) of Lstakhar, which was afterwards de¬ 
stroyed by Iskander of Room,

DVbaV* the son of Cell men. was a sovereign of 
great splendor, and a conqueror of extensive swav, 
who in a short period reduced to submission and 
obedience many refractory chiefs: even kings of 
mighty power reckoned their attendance on his 
court the source of glory and the guarantee of sup¬ 
port: the only exception was Filikoos*, Prince of 
Room, who for some time bandied about the ball of 
contention in the plain of hostility, fixing the dtuk&n 
(but) of resistance on the shoulder of opposition. 
D:irab, being informed of his hostile purpose, gave 
orders for assembling the ever-victorious troops: 
and set out for Room with so immense a host, tlmt 
the accountants of intellect and the calculators of 
imagination would be utterly confounded in endea¬ 
vouring to estimate or describe its numbers and 
preparations. The Pritice of Room also, having 
provided whatever was necessary for giving buttle, 
departed from his capital to meet the invaders. 
When the two armies met, and their ranks were

At last, through the gracious interposition of the 
All-powerful Lord, the gales of victory breathed on 
the army command fid by the successor of Gnahtasp 
and H eh men. The soldiers of Room, onahle to 
prolong the contest, fled in disorder; anil FtUkoos 
himself, with a few who escaped the destructive 
sword, took refuge in u certain strong fortress 
which, in height and strength, rivalled the canopy 
of heaven. Filikoos was here long besieged; but 
after it protracted blockade, Dar-Ah, by promises? 
and threats, prevailed on him i» descend from this 
impregnable* fortress; and tlu> Persian monarch, 
afterwards preferring the hall of banquet to the field 
of battle, demanded the daughter of Ffltkoos in 
miu riiige;—according to this saving: " He kook the 
,f kingdom by the edge of bis sword, and gave it 
ri a wav at the point of Ids whip." The kingdom ok 
Room was thus given hack to the king: but this 
condition was stipulated, dial he should annually 
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semi, from tile riches of Room* to the royal treasury, 
i thousand golden eggs, each weighing forty mes¬ 
cals. The aJEiirs of the kingdom being settled in 
this maimer, Di'urab directed the reins of expedition 
towards the royal residence, bringing along with 
him, to Iran, tile illustriniiH daughter of Tflikuos: 
but when the step of majesty approached the carpet 
of society, an un pleasing odour from the queen’s 
month so affected the monarch of Iran, the sove¬ 
reign of the human race, that he conceived an aver¬ 
sion towards her, and therefore bent her hack to 
Kuom. At this period the illustrious princess was 
pregnant with [skinnier; and her father, h« save his 
reputation, not only kept the matter from being 
mode public, but endeavoured to suppress the secret 
circumstance altogether. After ibis event, when 
fourteen, or, according to others. Twelve years of 
Ddrib’s reign had passed, (for the writers of ttoom 
differ on this head,) he named, as successor, his son 
Dint, whom he loved exceedingly, and culled after 
Jus own name. Shortly after which transaction,

The sovereign ol' Room being 
informed of this event, hastened with all speed to 
the pillow of D&id. The heir to the realms of the 
K muni an line, who had still a spark of life remain¬ 
ing, heaved a cold sigh, having contemplated on the 
pages of his present state, the image of his enemies’ 

: xultution; according to the saying: " The life of 
“ man, if prolonged even for one day after his enemy's 
ff death, is regarded as « great advantage. 11 Iskan¬ 
der placed on liis Lip the head of Dam, and, kissing 
it repeatedly, declared, with solemn oaths and sin¬ 
cere protestations: “ I was unacquainted with this 
plot, and never sanctioned such a proceeding.’* As 
Dura had received a deadly wound, and ;J1 hope of 
life was now cut off, he therefore entreated Iskander 
to retaliate on his assassins, to bind himself in mar¬ 
riage to Ins daughter Rushcjig, and not invest a 
stranger with dominion over the Princes of Far- 
aistsLu. Iskander cheerfully accepted these testa¬ 
mentary instructions, and undertook to fulfil all 
his requests. The following are Dura's last words:

inscribed and depicted on the records of renown: in 
the area of heroism lie fearlessly grappled with the 
lion; and in the held of battle wielded the sabre 
with both hands:

His victorious anus were carried to Kbatdy and 
Khoteu, and from thence to Sind and Hindustan: 
Ills uncontrolled dominion extended over mountain 
arul plain, over the expanse of kml and sea. 

There exists among the principal historians great 
disagreement about Ins descent: and then* are, also, 
conflicting reasons assigned for the title of Zu-uk 
Kiimain. Some eminent genealogists maintain Is¬ 
kander to lie the son ofIMra the Elder, as mentioned 
in tlmt prince’s reign: the same writers also assert, 
that be by force made him sell master of Roshertg, 
daughter to Ddtfi the Younger ; but the writer of 
this work thinks tliat an imputation made by sen¬ 
sible people about an alliance formed by a god¬ 
fearing, pious monarch with his brother’s daughter 
must appear equally improbable and incredible; 
unless they argue that,in the ancient religion, such 
a practice had been allowable — a supposition by no 
means free from difficulty. Sortie historians assert 
that Fflikoos gave his daughter in marriage to 
Bfizur, king of Iskanderich. in order to remove 
evciy cause of hostility between them: and that 


Ksimr. from snrtic secret motive, shortly after sent 
hack hi-, royal consort, then pregnant with IsJuut- 
tier, to licr tlither’s court- Din ing the journey, the 
princess was delivered of u son; whom, wh*.u bom f 
site wrapped up in swathing-elothcs i and, partly 
through grief, partly through indigimtion, exposed 
him in a part of the desert near which there haji- 
peiHii to lie a pasturage for sheep. It was so 
ordained, by the divine influence of (he Creator of 
flocks and the Producer of cattle, that a sheep 
belonging to that dock came from time to time, as 
occasion required, to the spot where Iskander lay, 
and suckled him. The owner of the Hock, an aged 
woman of sagacity', observing the disappearance of 
the animal at slated times, was convinced that her 
departure and return must he connected with sonic 
extraordinary cause : she therefore followed the 
sheep, and was thus enabled to behold Iskander: 
her intelligent soul quickly comprehended that he 
W»s a tender shoot from the parterre of glory and 
splendor; she therefore took him to her abode, and 
i here paid the greatest attention to his nurture mid 
education. As soon as he arrived at the commence¬ 
ment of years of discretion, she committed him to 
the care of an experienced instructor; so that, in a 
short time, his mind became adorned with the em- 
bellishnient or virtue and polished manners. 

In ihe course of these events, the governor of the 
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country, being displeased with Iskander's tutor, 
ordered him to leave that territory: m consequence 
t»f this, Iskander and his tutor departed from that 
country, amt happened to take up their abode in 
the city where Iskander's mother resided One 
day, the queen's eyes having accidentally glanced 
on him, from the intuitive perception of royalty 
she conceived a suspicion of Ids being the child 
whom she had exposed when returning to her 
father's court: she therefore brought Iskander into 
the king’s presence, and described all that had oc¬ 
curred. Filikoos, who had discovered in the youth’s 
physiognomy the characters of valour and the in¬ 
dications of heroic bravery, inquired minutely about 
the place of his birth, Iskander related his si on 
Iroill the very no mile nee ill cut, as the aged woman 
had unfolded it to him; and by rids recital the 
king and Ids daughter, passing from the first step of 
suspicion to the height of conviction, became rejoiced 
and happy. As the king hail no heirs male, Ue 
therefore turned, all tils attention to completing the 
education of Iskander. At this early period, the 
young prince refreshed the senses of the king with 
the fragrant gales of royalty, proceeding from lie* 
bowers of virtuous habits and admirable murals; 
even during his minority, the traces of uahcissJ 
dominion were discernible, whether he moved or re¬ 
posed: t he aspect of the star of victory shone from

his auspicious countenance nncl happy presence, 
like t.lir sun in his meridian splendor: the tidings 
of the mom of triumph ami prosperity were evidently 
impressed on his fore!lead, lueid as Jupiter, and on 
his features, effulgent as the suit. As the king 
found him

he therefore declared him his successor; and the 
tongue of Fame thus described him :

“ As Be well kutn lug virtue* toll tied him to legal sway. 

As soon as the royal diadem had rtrcei ved splendor 
from Iskander’s brow, Filikoos issued positive in¬ 
junct ions, that the royal train, all ranks of people, 
all orders of men, in short, till his subjects, should 
regard prompt obedience and submission to all 
Iskander's ordinances and prohibit ions, as iudispeii- 
sahty necessary: they were on no account to re¬ 
move their necks from the collar of allegiance or 
their heads from the halter of obedience; and under 
no pretest turn their feet from the limits of fidelity, 
or stop aside from the path of loyal attachment: 
also, on whatever point he intimated his pleasure 
(which should be conformable to the will of Cod, 
and agreeable to the maxims of royalty), they were 
to gird their loins with the zone of exertion, and 


h«rd it as criminal to deviate from his commands. 
Mlikoo*, having observed tlm happy disposition of 
iho youthful favourite of Fortune, like ductile wax, 
adapted tor receiving the impression of good coun¬ 
sel, moreover added: “ My son, it is necessary that, 
“ according to the maxim, * A generous child will 
'* follow the example of his nablemiinded sire,’ hi 
” the principles of government arid authority, and 
" the rules of dominion and sovereignty, you should 
imitate the select memorials and admired qualities 
" ,>r y pur forefathers, adopting as your model and 
'* guide then* triumphant customs aud laws; also, in 
n r{ie laws of dispensing justice anti protection to 
your subjects, you are not to deviate from the 
" i*ules and precedents of your ancestors; so that 
“ the light of your excellent qualities, ami the me- 
1 mortals of your virtues, may, like the bounty of 
tf the sun, be di [fused and celebrated over Lite whole 
f< eart h j so that the basis of your grandeur, and 
“ ^ 1c majesty of your power, should continue to 
" gain daily accessions of strength, mid a solidity 
“ greater than words can express. As it b imlis- 
“ put ably true, that tlie columns of royalty and 
" sovereignty, as well as the foundations of splendor 
** mid regal dignity, acquire stability and perma- 
*' nonce from proofs of equity aud justice, and from 
’* the arrangements for their impartial dispensation 
'* and the protection of subjects, ii is therefore 
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44 necessary that the tree of eipnty and decision 
“ should In? flourishing and productive, and main- 
“ tamed in ii State of verdure and irrigation.

" tered about, and become wanderers in eyery re-

" placed them in the shadow of benignity and 
" mem , nourish them with the advantages of 
" abundant munificence at id the revenues of l)oimd- 
“ less liberality : appease their thirst from tile didi- 
" cious reservoirs of bounty and the grateful Ibun- 
** tains of compassion, 

** Ilepel the revolutionary hand of the innovator 
“ from the skirt of the feeble and helpless; and 
*■ thus certainly you shrill not remain devoid of the 
“ ornaments of kingly virtues and royal qualities:

Fflikoos, on tenniiiatin^ Ills precepts and instruc¬ 
tions* seated Iskander on the throne, and placed 
the royal diadem on his head. 


In other Histories, there art* so many different 
accounts respecting this prince, that it would he 
equally tedious ant! painful to enumerate thorn. 
The opinion of Imam Shams-ud-deeu Mohammed, 
the son of M ah mild of Suhreverd, (whose spirit 
inuy God cherish!} among the statements relative to 
Iskander’s descent, inclines to the following—-that 
he was the legitimate son of Fllikoos; as related 1>3' 
liim In the Nayliat-id-U nv ih (the delight of Spirits), 
a work which contains the lives of the Philosophers 
and the history of eminent men. He says, that w him 
seven years of the reign of Fflikoos, the father of 
Iskander, Imd elapsed, lie was suddenly slain by the 
sword of hatred; and Quit the cause of Ids assassi¬ 
nation was in this mann er:—One of the nobles, l>y 
name Kiiloosr, tell in love with the mother of Is¬ 
kander, the august spouse of Fllikoos; and exhibited 
tile ardour of passion to such a degree, that lit- was 
nimble to eat, sleep, or enjoy any kind of happiness 
or repose:—-

Iiis object, by presenting to this virtuous princess, 
money, precious-stones, and costly dress**, he made 
no progress, neither did his deceitful flattery pro¬ 
duce any impression on the queen; and whereas 
her sentiments were the perfect ion of chas ti ty and 
propriety, site interposed every resistance; there* 
fore the resolution ,j slaying Filikoos, seizing the 
kingdom, and getting the queen's person into his 
power, took such possession of Ids impure soul, that 
lie watched a favourable opportunity for accom¬ 
plishing his designs. About this tune FHikoos des¬ 
patched one of his generals, with an army of chosen 
warriors, to repel the son of King Kildtoos, then in 
a state of revolt; and Iskander lmd also been de¬ 
tached with a division of lions, the lairs of intre¬ 
pidity, to attack the city of Barfous. When tin? di¬ 
spersion of the army (an event long earnestly desired 
by Kuluos) had been astri indued, he collected 
around himself a number of persons prone to tur¬ 
bulence and treason, to whom Lie coHim unicated his 
plans: and rushing suddenly on Fflikoos from every 
quarter, overpowered hiiu wilii many severe wound?}. 
Tin people of the city, anil the few remaining sol¬ 
diers. were stupified with amazement: they how¬ 
ever bore away their nearly-murdered prince from 
tile fatal spot to his palace. Fate decreed, that on 
this very day Iskander should arrive in the city; 
who, on learning the dreadful occurrence, instantly 


repaired to his father's palace* Ho there beheld his 
mother grasped and seized by Kuloos. Iskander 
forbore to use his sword, lest he should unfortu¬ 
nately wound his mother: cm which the queen im¬ 
mediately implored ids aid, ami reproached him, 
saying: 41 IF 1 be the cause of your delay and want 
" of zeal, as ] hare no longer any attachment to 
" this world, il is therefore most advisable tlmt you 
“ deliver me as quickly as possible, by some means, 
" from the hands of this wretch. 0 Whereupon 
Iskander, with one blow, having nearly consigned 
Kuloos to destruction, hastened to his father's pil¬ 
low, the sun ot whose life verged on the eve of 
death and dissolution, and said to him : “ .Lise ! 
take vengeance on your enemy with ibis sword." 
Ffltkooa accordingly arose, and with his own hands 
terminated. die existence of Kuloos ; and then sum¬ 
moning into his presence the officers of slate and 
all ranks of the people, commanded them to inau¬ 
gurate Iskander. After this he ordered Amtu to 
appear; and, placing Iskander’s hand in that of the 
sage, gave him full instructions respecting the 
superintendence ol tile young prince, .mil then hade 
adieu to this perishable world. As soon as Iskander 
had terminated his fathers funeral ceremonies, 
burial, and mourning., he rose up amidst the uxseui- 
bled nobles, anil thus addressed them: u Re it 
fl known to you, 0 chiefs! that your sovereign has 
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" foldt d up the carpet of life, ami departed, lik< the 
“ kings of old. I possess neither power nor until o- 
** rityosor you, for I amas one of yourselves: what- 
u ever tmdertaldng you engage in, 1 shall always 
“ afford you my strenuous aid ami co-operation, and 
f * ever adapt my inclinations to your desires; and in 
" no affair will I oppose you. Hear now my wards, 
u attend to my counsels, and regard me os a sincere 
*' monitor; this purpose of mine lias Jong been 
" known to you, even during my father’s lifetime. 
“ Now, therefore, select some one from amidst 
u yourselves, as your ruler and supreme govern or, 
" who is most eminent for piety to God, compassion 
" towards all ranks of people, and mercy to the 
“ weak and helpless; one who will divide with 
“ strict justice and impartiality amongst you the 
“ spoils taken in war; a person from whose vices 
" you not only have no cause of alarm, In it, on the 
“ contrary, from whose virtues you may expect nil 
" that is good,"—Such was the long and copious 
speech of Iskander; a copy of which, nt full length, 
is (bund in hooks of moral philosophy. Those pre¬ 
sent, on hearing from Iskander such words as they 
hml never before heard from former kings, were 
struck with astonishment, and said: “ We have 
** listened to your heart-delighting words, unit we 
"accept the counsel yon give 11 s: we therefore 
" commit to your profound understanding tlic duties 



“ of sovereign fiower and dominion. May yon, for 
“ countless years, in the enjoyment of glory and 
"prosperity, rule over us with regal sway! We 
“ know of no person so suitable its yourself, to dis- 
" charge the functions of royalty." They then 
arose, and with, perfect attachment Logan the cere¬ 
mony of installation: and, having ratified their alle¬ 
giance by oaths, added lustre to the royal crown 
by plating it on his auspicious brows, Iskander, 
having made them all partake of bin munificence 
and bounty, despatched Letters to all parts of the 
kingdom, in which he exhorted the people ro ac¬ 
knowledge the Unity of tiie Supreme God, mid for¬ 
bade the worship of idols and statues. He next 
ordered his army to he assembled, and, in the pro¬ 
se i ice tif all tin- soldiers, issued tlie.se commands r 
** Whoever commits oppression, or assigns equals 
“ to God, tot the warriors eradicate the depravity 
u of that person’s nature with the blows of the 
J * sabre, the lance, and the blood-shedding poniard." 
In compliance with his orders, the victorious troops 
marched from every quarter, and usaeuridrd at the 
door of the pavilion solidly-founded as the heavens: 
their chiefs were distinguished and exalted by* robes 
of honour and costly presents, and strict injunc¬ 
tions were issued ior supplying the hosts with pay 
and provisions. The people witnessed so many in- 
stances of! the kings perfect Itlierjdity, heroic reeo- 





lutiori, exalted energy, joined with mercy to tlu* 
weak and humble, and severity and wrath towards 
those who rebelled against the decrees of the 
Almighty, tliut although no individual could con¬ 
ceive even the tenth part of iht-ir amount, yet a!i 
were fully convinced that some important enterprise 
and great object would be accomplished by this 
prince. As D&ra, king of Ajero, debited in the 
strong-! lull I of Ids treasury mi aimuid tribute of a 
thousand golden eggs from Filikoos, after that mon¬ 
arch's death ho sent an embassy to claim the usual 
acknowledgmentt to which itomand Iskander thus 
replied; *' The bird which laid the golden eggs has 
long since disappeared.”—At this time there wort* 
many kings in the country of the lonians who as¬ 
serted llieSr pretensions to [jurammuit power and 
authority: Iskander, however, by blending mercy 
with severity, ami promises with threats, reduced 
them to complete submission : after wliich. putting 
his triumphant banner in motion., he marched to¬ 
wards the West; and having brought all those re¬ 
gions under his dominion, returned back victorious 
and exulting, He next displayed his triumphant 
banner in Egypt; and in die seventh year of his 
reign I mi It on the shore of the Green Sea (the Me¬ 
diterranean) a tower of extraordinary height. He 
then turned towards the laud of Syria; and from 
thence directed his march towards Armenia. Thu 


haughty DM, being informed d 1 this, became 
greatly a!armed, ami wrote to the people of Tehrus 
as follows: "A report having come to our exalted 
'* hearing of an inroad made by a robber who lias 
“ collected a multitude of thieves from various 
“ quarters, you are hereby enjoined to seize on all 
" his assn dates, mul to burl them, with their arms 
" ami cattle, into the sea; but their chief you arc to 
** send, loaded with chains, to our presence. So 
*' eminent are yon for prudence and bravery, that 
“ you cannot tail to execute this trifling commis- 
“ bion: besides, as the robber h & contemptible 
" stripling from Room, we cannot excuse failure 
“ or delay on your side, in the accomplishment of 
*' this commission." 

On Iskander’s return from Armenia, he nr* 
rived on the hanks of the river Astnklius, where 
he pitched his auspicious camp. Bara, being 
still more alarmed at this intelligence, wrote him 
a Letter, to the following purport :—“ Front 
“ the capital of the kings of the world, as long 
" as the sun shines on the head of Iskander the 
" robber, &c. Sic., let him know that the Ring of 
“ Heaven lias bestowed on me the dominion of 
“ the earth, and that the Almighty has granted to 

me the surface of the four quarters. Providence 
11 has also eminently distinguished me with glory, 
“ exaltation, majesty : and with multitudes of de- 




\oted champions and confederates. A report lias 
reached us, that you have gathered to yourself 
numbers of thieves and reprobates ; tile multitude 
of whom has so elated your imagination, that 
1 you propose, through their co-operation, to pro- 
' l ' ,jre ibt crown iiiul throne kv waste uur kin-'- 

f f "" 

iloin, and destroy our land and people. Such 
" crude resolves are perfectly consistent with the 
“ infatuation of the men of Room. It now behoves 
“ . vou ' on rending the contents of this epistle, to 
" return instantly from the pkee to which you 
“ have advanced. As to this criminal movement 
‘ f which has proceeded from you.be under no .dunti 
" from our majesty and correction, as you are not 
* Jf«t ranked among the number of those w ho merit 
" our vengeance and punishment Behold 1 I send 
^ * coflfcr full of gold, and an ass-load of se- 
“ same; to give you by these two objects an idea of 
the extent of my' wealth and powers. ] also 
“ wnd you & scourge and a ball: the latter, that 
" y° 11 ma J r amuse yourself with a diversion suitable 
tu your age; the former, to serve for your cluis- 
tisement, Zu-uhKtmmin, having read aud com¬ 
prehended the contents of this epistle, ordered the 
ambassadors to In* seized, and the executioner to 
be summoned to put them to death. Although 
the semblance was in truth contrary to his real

i be Letter, being sealed, was given to the ambas¬ 
sadors; on whom, at the same time, the king lie- 
stowed the gold sent by Darn, and gave them lilrorly 
to depart, Iskander next directed his march to 
Azarbai’jim ; from which province lie put to flight 
tin* governor appointed by Dini; and slew such 
numbers of his troops, that, iront the hen [is of the

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At hst, must oi the principal oorntnamler^ of the 
army, and Hie chiefs anti gimik of Diri, having 
fiiilen victims to tho sabre, the arrow,and the poniard, 
the monarch of Ajeui, the heir of the extensive 
realms of Feridoon and Jemsheed, seeing Ills state 
in this condition, betook himself to flight with a 
fci; »f Ids eonfidentiid attendants, leaving behind 
his warlike stores, magazines, and such immense 
treasures, that Iskander was struck with awe on 
beholding them. Along with these, Dora's wide, son, 
and daughter, were, through the grasp of Destiny, 
taken captive. In the course or his flight. DarA 
came to n river covered with ice through the in- 
ten&e eoId* winch he crossed hy himself i Ills attend- 
mix, who had escaped the daughter, followed im¬ 
mediately after ; but the ice not. being strong 
enough to support their weight, they were almost 
all drowned Daru, an reaching his capital, de¬ 
voted himself to finding a remedy lor the istate of 
his affairs: on consideration, it appeared most ad¬ 
visable to turn to approach by the gate of Ininulia-i 
tif>n and condescension, purticularlv as he knew 
Iskander to be distinguished tor generosity of mu n* 
wr* and perfection of virtues : having determined 
on this measure* he therefore addressed liim in a 
courteous Letter, requesting the liberation of his

The two traitors, with the blows of their wdI-tam¬ 
pered satires, soon hurled him to the ground, from 
off his fleet courser's saddle; but before tin vital 
spirit departed, Iskander, tuning opportunely come 
up. raised on his knee that head which yesterday 
was adorned with the imperial diadem, and wliieh 
to-day he beheld dishonoured and prostrate on Ike 
dust. Having wiped the dust off Dura's face, and 
laying his liand on his breast, he exclaimed, with 
tears: “O king, if you banish alarm from your 
■' bosom, and raise your head, from the dust, I swear, 
“ by the Lord of Heaven and Earth, that I will give 
" you hack your kingdom, your treasures, and alt 
" your possessions. Arise t Think n« more of the 
" past: grieve not to excess at the occurrence of 
“ calamity: for in the season of adversity princes 
*■ surpass all mortals in patience- Let me know

atid no sooner had in; terminate! I lie li moral cere- 
monies, tkmi they nffived to two gibbets, at the 
head of Dari’s tomb, opposite each other, the two 
false traitors who had conspired against their lord; 
and suspended them fav the neck. 

After this, Iskander married Ruslicng, and be* 
stowed tile government of Fare on Dura's brother. 
At this time, a iso, he became invested with su¬ 
preme power over the ninety governors or princes 
who are styled Miduk-i-Tinvaif, or Provincial Kings. 
He also caused to lie translated from the language!' 
of Fars, into the Ionian, hooks of medicine, ustn*- 
nomy, and philosophy ; which translations they took 
into Ionia: but he committed to the flames the 
records of the Magi, laid their temples waste, and 
by such means destroyed all vestiges of that ac¬ 
cursed faith. In the course of these events, :i Let¬ 
ter 10 the following purport came to Iskander from 
his mother:—“ From it iikm' to Iskander the feeble, 
who by the supreme decrees of tied has triumphed 
“ over his floes and become master of their realms."

“ those countries.*’ Iskander, having assembled 
the learned men of his court, demanded of them 
the explanation of the mysterious request con¬ 
tained in the conclusion of the Letter, but all these 
eminent sages were obliged to euuiess their inability; 
vi-hereupon Iskander commanded it secretary to tnui- 
scj ilic, in one volume, an account of nil the trea¬ 
sures, mid i he various places in which they had 
been deposited : after which, he cmlered a courier, 
iTii united on a rapid-pacing, desert-traversing steed, 
to convey the volume to his mother, in the Ionian 
country: on which nil the learned men and philo¬ 
sophers, suiprised at such discernment and pene¬ 
trating sagacity, joined iu expressing their admira¬ 
tion of the prince. 

About tltis time he built, near the Jiht'ui, a great 
city, and commanded people from every quarter to 
settle there; this city was called MagVdu;;, and 
was afterwards knovvu as Merv, Some writers 
ascribe to him the foundation of Herat and Sa¬ 
markand. On completing these works, he marched 
towards Hindustan j mid after traversing nigged 
roads mnl savage mountains, on approaching the 
capital of the Poor, he addressed the billowing 
Letter to tlmt prince:—“ Let it be known to the 
“ sovereign of Hindustan, tluit the Supreme and 
Holy King oj Kings has spread open before my 
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" fortune the gates leading to the means of the 
11 protection of my subjects. 1 Eg lias also placed 
" within the grasp of my wifi, and tin* hand of my 
u authority, power to relax or curb the reins of 
“ administration in temporal and spiritual concerns.: 
“ and has delivered over to our auspicious grace and 
" excellent custody the keys of the investiture: of 
“ universal dominion, and the treasuries of sovereign 
“ power: tile exalting our happy ascendency beyond 
4 ‘ the pinnacle of the celestial sphere and die starry 
a firmament. Through EE is decrees, the refractory 
*" chieftains of the world have put the halter of 
“ olicdience around their necks; and there lias been 
'* conferred on us supreme power over the infidel. 
“ the rebellions, die turbulent, and the wicked. 
11 We therefore now exhort thee to worship the 
" Creator of the Universe, the nourishcr of men 
“ and angels; and we prohibit die® from adoring 
'* any but Him, May 11 i> benefits be celebrated, and 
“ His blessings continued l We acknowledge none 
“ save the Only God to he worthy of adoration ;

“ we recognise none but Him as entitled to our 
" worship. May His attributes lie exalted, nnd Elis 
“ blessings be lauded! Therefore now attend to 
" our counsel with the ear of compliance; and

and treasures, in addition in this, engage to pay

" us contributions and tribute. But shouldst thou 
" rt'Aiae compliance, I swear, by the God whom r 
" worship* to kindle the fire of wrath, with which 
“ 1 sluill consume alike the moist and the dry in 
*' % realms: I will exert toy utmost power to 
" extirpate thy family; neither will I omit the least 
particular in laying w aste thy cities. Listen to our 
" words, and deviate not from the path of recti- 
“ tude. Look on thy pardon as great gain; and lut 
f * no imaginary benefit be put in competition with 
“ Lliat,” When Zu-ul-Kurriam’s Letter came to 
the Emperor of Hindustan, he, with the usual infa¬ 
tuation of those who are doomed to reverse of for¬ 
tune, turned his head from the line of submission, 
and, placing his feet in the desert of abandonment* 
returned an answer dictated by asperity, and replete 
with insolence ; and thus dismissed the ambassa¬ 
dors. Iskander* after recourse to divine and human 
counsels, made ready to engage the Poor; and, with 
implicit reliance on the aid uf the Merciful Creator, 
advanced towards the enemy. The Poor also, urged 
on by fate, at the head of his war-elephants and 
veteran troops, with evil fortune advanced to otter 
buttle. When Iskander beheld this tremendous 
display, his pure mind and the mirror of bis soul 
underwent a change, and he said : H In what man- 
*' ner shall I arrange the troops against the Hin- 
*' dew. ? By wltat precautions will it lie possible to 
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« avert from my army the fury of the* elephants 
f * aud the ravages of the lions?" He therefore 
took counsel with the philosophers, the wise men, 
the intelligent, and the experienced sages, who ue- 
rmttp eu lied him ; but from none of Litem did he 
receive a satisfactory answer. At length the In spire r 
of Truth, conferring the botmly of grace, determined 
him to adopt this device ■— lie assembled all the 
artificers, and ordered them to make ready twenty- 
four thousand hollow images of iron, copper, and 
other metals ; they were to finish them in the form 
of soldi its; and having filled their cavities with dry 
wood and naphtlia, to set fire to these combus¬ 
tibles the moment the flames of battle begun to 
rage. The Poor, advancing with the chieftains and 
soldiers of Hindustan, the panthers, tigers, and 
Hons of battle, and his mountain-like elephants, 
charged die army of Zu-ul-Kuroam; hut when die 
trunks of the elephants and the daws of the lions 
became entangled in the figures, and the heat of 
the dames began to rage, all these animals turned 
to flight ; on which the soldiers of Room, with the 
blows of their flume-showering sabres, hurled from 
their saddles* iu ike earth, countless numbers of 
their infidel foes. Upon this, the Foor took Tefuge 
ill a fortified city; whither, after a few'days, im¬ 
mense multitudes flocked to him from various parts : 
and these succours inspired him with, such cun 11- 


delicts, that he again offered Iskander battle. fir¬ 
ing the space of twenty flays, the champions of both 
armies, engaging in single combat* with swords and 
arrows mutually lopped off each other's heads or 
pierced each other’s hearts; and in these encounters 
many of the Ionian warriors sped their way from tile 
field of battle to the other world. Zmal-Kumam 
was deeply impressed with sorrow at this event ■ 
hut at last, through the Instruction of good fortune 
mnl prosperity, rent the following message to the 
Foor:— <f What majesty or splendor can wo ascribe 
“ to the monarch who in tliu time of great emer- 
“ geneies precipitates Ins soldiers and nobility into 
“ the abyss of slaughter and destruction, when he 
“ could avert their perils by exposing his single un- 
** aided person ? My object, in this statement is, 
" if you concur, that you and I, without the help 
“ of our armies, should terminate this carnage, ami, 
“ by such a measure, free from further calamity 
“ and destruction our subjects, who now expose 
" their precious lives for our interests." The Poor 
was surprised at such a proposed; but being of loftv 
stature, and so mighty a frame, that Iskander by 
the side of him appeared mean and contemptible, he 
made no difficulty of complying with the king's re¬ 
quest. He rushed alone nod una ttended, like u 
furious linn, to the field: and Zu-al-Kurnain, like a 
raging leoptmd, advanced to meet him. Whilst the 
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two kings took their measures for the bottle; at the 
ni rimfmt of attack and defence, a dreadful sound 
from the Indian camp, which was in reality the 
summons of Fate, reached the hearing of the Four; 
ami while his attention was engaged hi wishing lo 
ascertain the cause of this unseasonable tumult 
anil from what quarter it proceeded, Iskander, 
takiiiE advantage of this, with one blow of his sabre, 
hurled him from the back of his fleet charger, and. 
immediately leaping from his horse ami standing 
on the breast of his prostrate foe, severed, with the 
vindictive blade, his haughty head from the vehicle 
of the body. On this, the uproar of the Hindoos 
ascended to the orbit of Saturn; and they again 
prepared to renew the work of slaughter, urged ou 
by regret and grief. At last, Zu-al-Kumaiu thus 
addrc^eil them: “ Since the shadow uf the Foot's

W hen Iskander luul brought witlim the grasp of 
his possession the Poor's treasures, military stores, 
and every' thing of that description in Hindu stun, lie 
directed his course to visit the Brahmins, the fame 
or whose great wisdom and utter seclusion from the 
glittering baubles of the world had reached his ears, 

1 Ite Brahmins having learned his intentions, ad¬ 
dressed To him a Letter to this purport: “ If tho

On receiving their Latter, Iskander ordered his 
army to halt, and, accompanied only by a few of his 
principal courtiers, went to visit them: be behold 
a race of people living iu poverty, dwelling in the 
clefts and caverns of mountains* their wives and 
children employed in gathering the herbs which 
grew on the plain.

** until the fated Hour descends when 1 shall depart 
f * from this world, in the same manner as I have 
“ entered it/* After many such comensitioiis, 
Iskander, bidding adieu to the Brahmins, returned

U is recorded in some histories, that after defeat¬ 
ing the Foor, ;i report reached Iskander*, ilrnt there 
was then living, hi one of the remotest regions of 
Hindustan, a prince called tilt* Kaid, who was t uned 
for wisdom, policy, equity, and piety ; ruling over 
j cultivated country and opulent people ■ who hud 
likewise, by tht* efficacy of wisdom and mortifica¬ 
tion, a» completely subdued the iufiueucc of sensual 
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passions and irritable feelings, us lie Had rendered

itntl that he had nearly reached the age of three 
hundred years. Ti> this prince, Iskander sent aiu- 
iKissjidoi', with these instructions; “When my 
u envoys arrive, if they find tliee standing, sit not 
" down ; and if thou he on a journey, travel hither 
“ with rapid speed : otherwise, from the effects of 
“ nw wrath, there shall happen to thy country 
“ that which lias befallen so many cities of Hrn - 
“ dust&n." 

Wlum the nnUssiulors arrived nt his coun, the 
Kuid received them w iOi great respect, and bestowed 
on Iskander the title of King of Kings. Having con¬ 
ferred splendid presents an the envoys, he dismissed 
them with this representation i '* During a long 
‘ time, I have enjoyed possession of some objects, 
“ the idea of which no monarch has ever even eon- 
“ ceived in the treasury oT his imagination. First, 
" there is in my palace, behind the veil of chastity, 
“ a damsel, the beauty of whose cheeks throws the 
” suit himself into confusion; and from her grace- 
*' fill movement, the foot of the waving cypress re- 
“ mains motionless in the earth: secondly, 1 have 
" philosopher, who without imposing on \ ou the 
“ obligation of asking, can inform you of what 
“ passes in your mind : thirdly, there is in my si r- 
" vice a physician, who in die preservation of health 


the soldiers and peasants submissive to his authority 
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" possesses l.bc mirstctilous hand" of Moses, mid 
< " who lias attained the highest eminence in repel- 
“ ling disease: lastly, there is a cup. which being 
* 4 once lilted with water, will ever remain in the 
“ same state, although all the people of tlw world 
should drink out of it. All these will I bestow on 
“ tile uionurdi of the world; and only entreat, that, 
I£ on account of my advanced years and the iniir- 
“ mi ties of age. he would excuse my journeying 
u to him : hut should the king not accept this eX- 
“ cost. I will hasten to perform my duty, even on 
" my head and eves.” Iskander, on receiving (lie

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Kohls answer, was seized with wonder; inn! said: 
" These things appear lo me as impossible t<> he 
"attained as the discovery of the Plucuix or I lie 
“ Philosopher's stone,” lie however ordered a 
body of wise and learned Inn isms to approach the 
Raid, and examine the proffered objects: in case 
they proved conformable to Ids description, and 
that there was neither fraud nor subterfuge in his 
account, Lbey were to excuse the Kind's coming ti» 
pay his respects, and bring the presents to the foot 
of the throne; but should they prove different, they 
were, either by persuasion or compulsion, to pro¬ 
duce the Krtid in person at t He sublime gate, The 
wise men, having formed the resolution, set out, and, 
having travelled many stages and traversed many 
routes, reached the desired object, and arrived at 
tlie Raid's capital. On reaching ihe royal residence, 
they were admitted to an audience; received bv the 
king with the greatest respect: mid had a suitable 
aliode assigned them. The third ibty after their 
arrival, he convened a solemn assembly 1 ; and hav¬ 
ing commanded the assembled sages of Ionia and 
Room, with those of Hindustan and his own domi¬ 
nions, to appear in his presence, he seated the former 
trt his right-hand, and the latter on his left: the

to depart, having loaded the vehicles of their expec¬ 
tation with the v;duahie silks and precious merchan¬ 
dise of Hindustan. 

The fortunate sages having accomplished their 
purpose, returned in safety to the court, sublime as 
the sphere of Saturn, and presented the gifts. V\ hen 
Iskander hail contemplated the roseate damns of 
the damsel, he next proceeded to make a irial of the 
Hindoo philosopher, to whom he sent a cup Med 
with ghee *: he, having viewed it for some time, pul 
into it a thousand needles, and sent it hack to the 
king. Iskander ordered the needles to lie melted, 
formed into a ball,and taken hack to the philosopher. 
The Hindoo sage, after some reduction, directed 
the ball to be made hi to a mirror, and then con¬ 
veyed to the assembly convened before Zu-al-Kmv 
naiiir the king, on beholding llie polished mir¬ 
ror. called for a basin of water; in which baling 

(* > ^ " mrllcd butte: nr t-he-c," 
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immersed the mirror, he commanded the basin and 
water, at die bottom of which waa the mirror, to be 
shewn to the illustrious sage ; the philosopher, on 
this, formed the mirror into u cup, which he placed 
on the top, so as to float about the basin, and sent 
hack the basin and cup to Iskander, The king tlicit 
ordered the cup to be filled with earth, and once 
more taken buck to the philosopher: as soon as 
the cup filled with earth met lus eyes, he began 
to weep and mourn aloud, and to reproach griev¬ 
ously his own sinful passions: he directed his face 
to heaven, and, with every mark of contrition, fer¬ 
vently implored the Divine forgiveness: after which, 
he ordered the messenger to depart, and bear the 
cup to Iskander: who expressed the greatest amaze¬ 
ment at what bad occurred, the mystery of which 
no one could explain. The next ifey, the king, 
having given urefers for the presence of the Wise 
Men, the Learned, the Pillars of the State, and 
the Ministers, commanded the Hindoo Philosopher 
(with whom he lmd never conversed) to he intro¬ 
duced : on his introduction, die king beheld a man 
of lofty stature and powerful frame: on which, this 
ill ought passed rap i dly over his mind: 4i Such an 
“ appearance is not consistent with wisdom; hut if 
“ such a person also unite in himself a penetrating 
ft genius and quickness of conception, he is surely 
" without ail equal iu da- world,” The philosopher. 
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from liis skill in physiognomy, having divined tli© 
ting's thoughts, immediately cu rving the forefinger 
round Ids face, afterwards placed it on the tip of the 
nose, Iskander asked the meaning of this action ; 
on which the philosopher thus answered: ir By the 
" light of understanding and tlni illumination of go- 
“ nius, £ discovered the king's sentiments respecting 
41 me, os they passed over his exalted mind. Tluit 
’■ action indicates, that as there is but one nose 
'* planted on the human countenance, in the same 
“ manner, I um unequalled mid unrivalled on the 
4t surface of the earth, hut parbcularly in the regions 
44 of Hindustan," Iskander then said; u What was 
" my meaning in sending the cup tilled with ghee ? 
'■ and what did you purpose by introducing the 
’* needles?” The philosopher thus answered : ** It 
“ appeared to me, that the king, by sending the cup 
rt full of ghee, intimated, ' My mind is so amply 
41 stored with knowledge and wisdom, (hat it can 
** receive no addition to the principles of science; 
■* just as tins cup. which can hold nothing more.' 
** On the other hand, by introducing the needles, ! 
“ signified, tluit it was possible to unite other ac* 
*■ (positions in science to those already stored up in 
“ the treasury of the king's mind, and to arrange 
“ them on the page of his illuniinoted sold, in the 
“ same manner as the needles, from their minute- 
" ness, found a place in the gliet ." Iskander next 
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demanded what was by the luill and the

M 'Die 
philosopher answered' The king's me Lining could 
* e only be this : as the mirror immediately shiks to 
w the bottom of the water and there subsides, so 
“ the days of our life soon come to « close; it is 
" therefore impossible to learn many sciences in a 
short time : ami my obji ci in making the eup was 
“ this i as by skill wo can keep on the surface of the 
** water an object wSiicb naturally sinks to the bot- 
tom, hi like manner it is possible, by exertion and 
“ application, to acquire many v aluable accnniptish- 
** meiits within a short period." Iskander lastly ob¬ 
served: ** You made no reply on my sending you the 
“ cup tilled with earth 1" The philosopher answered: 
“ That act needed not an observation: the king

meant, that every being of accident is necesariJy 
“ doomed to dissolution ; that nothing created can 
“ possibly he denial; and tluit, hereafter, this feeble 
“ frame will he united to the heavy and inert ele- 
,r ment of earth." Iskander replied: " It is inie: the

Zu-al-Kumain, having elevated the philosopher by 
costly dresses and splendid gifts, distinguished him 
hey ond all his contemporaries ami equals, Mastidl 
tells us, dial as long as Iskander re main ed in Hin¬ 
dustan. this sage continued in attendance on die 
fortunate retinue; but when the conqueror withdrew 
from that region, he requested permission to remain 
behind, which Iskander granted, ’ll icy also relate, 
that Zu-iil-Kuniiiin maiU- trial of the eup; width was 
idled with water, and, although the people drank out 
of it, there was neither change nor diminution percep¬ 
tible in it. He also took the physician into hi* w-r- 
vice: and witnessed from him so many extraordinary 
results in die ht-aiing art, that the finders of (lescrip- 
lion arc inadequate to their narration.

unconditional submission, presented to him a thou¬ 
sand mans' of the purest gold; a thousand pieces 
of white silk ; five thousand dresses of brocade; a 
hundred fibres, of which the hilts were set with 
pearls and diamonds, .so that the eyes of the he- 
holder were ilnzdwl ; a hundred horses of the kind's 
stud, which could outstrip the winds in speed : 
hundred Chinese saddles, set with precious gems. 
a hundred lumps of the finest amber; a hundred 
thousand mithkAU of musk; two hundred rotoli or 
aloes-woud ; and vases wrought with all manner of 
figures, devices, and forms, any one of which the 
heart of even the spectator would not permit him 
to part with ; and several thousand skins of the 
sable, beaver , and ermine; with innumerable things 
besides; accompanied by many excuses for his con¬ 
duct. After I his. Iskander wrote a treaty, which, lie 
gave the people of CHcen, stipulating that they 
should conform to his injunctions and prohibitions. 
On terminating ! lie affairs of Chot-n, lie sulaluefi the 
other countries of the East, and arranged the tribute

The period of hts government tit ended 10 
seventeen ywirs, nine years of this were spent in 
various campaigns ; and lie patted eight years of his 
life in perfect tranquillity, free from every anxiety. 
He possessed absolute: power over twenty-two great 
empires of the Hast attd West. North and South 
Out of the number of his rotations and companions, 
norue Ih camo invested with full power uvei thirteen 
realms, in pvojKalion tu their services or c.'vpvdi- 
tious, or personal attendance at court. Hi trai ■ IU-d 
over most of the world in two years, anil surveyed 
in person roost of its regions mid territories: thus 
beholding many strange and wondrous, sights, But 
should the agreeably-pacing courser of our perfujno 
scattering pen attempt to curvet in the area of their 
enumeration, he would k soon obliged to desist 
from tlu- endeavour.

“ wise !” The most probable opinion is that nf the 
author of tho Ghanialt, Some writers however 
say, that lie wa-s styled Zu-isl-Kumaiu liccau^e he 
had reigned sixty years, which is the same as two 
generations: hut, according to others, he was so 
styled because ho had two loiig cars. There are 
other reasons also assigned for this appellation, the? 
enumeration of which would lx* the cause of too 
great prolixity. 

Let it not he concealed from the notice of the

intelligent, that the writer of these p:iges W£t3 long 
time perplexed about deciding in what part be 
should most fitly introduce the " Lives of the Phi-

tering lips, the commentators on the texts of the 
Code of Mercy: “Whereas most of the eminent 
,£ sages, such as Aftatoon (Plato). Arista tAristotle), 
“ mid others, were contemporary with Iskander, and 
“ sour- were even in attendance on him: and more- 
** over, as Zu-ul-Kuruain was distinguished iieyotid 
" all preceding sovereigns for regulating the ail pill's

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'* appendix to the history of that fortunate personage. 
" to commit to writing a sketch of the results of
